VICTORY GOAL 


T he poor are not hnaHhy* Unhealthy 
men and women do not make g:ood 
soldiers. Though the American stan- 
dard of living is as high or highei^ than 
the standard of any other nation in the 
world, still great improvement is possible 
ami that improvement should begin at the 
present with a momentous campaign of 
education of those who must live simply 
and of those who control somewhat the 
standard of life for a whole nation. Tools 
and materials He at hand. It is believetl 
possible that the vitality of the whole na- 
tion can be greatly increased by a cam- 
paign for proi)er eating. 

Such a campaign is I'endy to be 
launched through the 15,200 defense coun- 
cils of the nation, This is the decision 
rencheij at a conference held with Paul Vt 
McNutt, administrator, Federal Security 
Agency, and a group of labor leaders in 
Washington in December. The most im- 
portant recommemlation made by the la- 
bor leaders to Mr. McNutt was that 
demonstrations of the proper diet be af- 
forded the wives of workers just as they 
are now afforded to wives of farmers 
through the nationwide system of county 
agents. The campaign for education in 
proper eating is in charge of M. L. 
Wilson of the United States nepai'tment. 
of Agriculture and the Federal Security 
Administration. 

FOOD IN BALANCE 

The theory of proper eating is a simple 
one. It does not adhere in the mere theory 
of abundance of foods but in the theory of 
food in the right balance. Nor dot*s it ad- 
here in the point tif view^ that w-orkers 
must be fed artificial vitamins. Natural 
fm>ds in the right balance van produce 
abundant health for the whole population* 
w'hich is the goal of this new campaign. 
The great push for better health for 
the entire population realiy began in 193tj 
wdth a report on nutrition by a committee 
drawn from the League of Nations. This 
report rests upon the survey of health 
c<ouiiii(ir]s in otuoy couiii r ies of the world 
mid drew a very definite line between 
health and the stAUulai d nfliving. Follow- 
ing this, in 1928 a national health suiwey 
W'as made m the Lnited States which also

drew with undeniable evidence the line 
between health and wages. Families on 
relief were shown to have 87 per cent 
more diseases than families having an in- 
come of $2,000 or more, The survey 
showed that r'elief worker',^ are ill three 
days for every one day nf illness suffered 
by the higher paiil worker. Once again 
labor*s contention that high wages is the 
basis for national weil-bcing was given 
support from a new direction. 

TO BUILD A HEALTHY PEOPLE 

Now under the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics, U, S, Department of Agriculture, 
the Children's Bureau, U, S. Department 
of Labor, the Office of Erlucation and the 
Public Health Service, a new campaign is 
begun to complement the theory and to 
press for actual fulfillment of proper food 
for every member of the population. Be- 
fore the joint commiuee in Washington 
lie figures to show that there have been 
many rejection.^ of enlisted and drafted 
men becau.se of tmprf»per diet. Before the 
country lies the possibility of a long vrar. 
These two conditions dictate the policy 
and the course of action, America is buiUl- 
ing for peace and huihling for war — that 
is to lift the standard! of health for the 
whole population, ,\11 this has been called 
the gold standard diet. Charts have been 
iiisued and distributed all over the United 
States as have pamphlets indicating the 
simple way to good health. Here is the 
gobi standard diet:

THE SCIENTIFIC PROGRAM 

Use fluid whole or skim milk, butter- 
milk, evaporated milk, ilry milk, cheese — 
on the table and in cmiking. 

Count I pint of undiluted evaporated 
milk (a little more than 1 tall can), or % 
pound of dry milk, or *3 pound of cheese 
as having about the same food value as I 
quart of fluid milk. 

Use green leafy vegetables often- — 
spinach, kale, chard, cid lards, mustard 
greens, cabbage, bmccoli, Lee! or iumip 
top,^;, or wild greens such a.s dandelion, 
lambsquarters, dt«k, cress, purslane. 

Save vitamins and minerals in all vege- 
tjibles by not cw>king any longer or in 
more water than necessary. Use the cook- 
mg water or juices, Du not use soda in 
cca>king vegetables. 

Potatoes and apples, available every- 
where the year round, contribute impor- 
tant food value when abundantly used. 

T*"at eggs poached, scrambled, fried, or 
cooked in the shell — *ind count the egg.^ 
used in custards and sauces and in baking. 

Choose different kinds of meats, fish, 
poultry for variety of food values and 
flavor. Occasionally, use liver, kidney, 
and such salt-water fish as salmon, her- 
ring and mackerel , 

In economical diets u«e dried beaus 
or peas as the main dish several times a 
week. 

Use whnle-giain bread or cereals . . . 
such as dark rye or whole- wheat brcatl, 
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r0llefl oats> ei acked wheat, whole-ground 
corn meal . . - or “enriched'^ flour and 
bread. Count s|>aghetti, macaroni, nomlles, 
and white rice as cereals — not vege- 

tables* 

Count salt pork, fatback, and bacon as 
fat— not as meat* Use butter or other 
vitamin-rich fat every day. 

Use sweets in moderation to make the 
diet palatable, but not enough to spoil the 
appetite for other foods. Count very sweet 
desserts, molasses, sirups, honey, jellies, 
jams, sugars, and candies as sweets* 

Form a regular water-drinking habit 
and drink plenty of water, especially in 
summer. When perspiration is excessive, 
use an abundance of water and extra salt* 

Remember that infants and growing 
children, and pregnant and nursing moth- 
ers need fish-liver oil, direct sunshine or 
some other rich source of vitamin D. 

JOrKX.Vr* IXFOliMKD WIVES 

These developments have been given 
monthly reportings in the KlectEiiOAL 
Workers^ Journal for the workers* 
wives. What is new in the present situa- 
tion is an effort to make an all-out cam- 
(uiign to get the wives of workers and the 
wives of farmers to understand that the 
proper eating is based on actual scientific 
knowledge. 

ICs said that the American diet is par- 
ticularly low in vitamin Bi, which 
is very necessary for energy and nervous 
balance. This is partly due to the use of 
uHra-refined white flour and bread made 
from such flour as staples of iliet. But 
most of us have been guilty also 
of wasting vitamin Bi by pouring Ihe 
pot liquor from cooked vegetables down 
the sink. You must also restrain yourself 
from reaching for a pinch of soda to add 
to green vegetables in cooking. It brings 
them to the table with a brilliant ciilor, 
but much of the vitamin content has been 
destroyed* Waterless cooking methods 
should be used whenever possible. 

Study this list of rules. You might clip 
them and mount with thumbtacks near 
your w-orktable, for handy reference* 
Check with your cooking methods to 
determine whether you have been going 
astray. 

SAVE THE vitamins: 

Don*t stir air into foods while cooking* 

DonT put them through a sieve while 
still hot. 

Don*t use soda in cooking green 
vegetables. 

In boiling foods, raise the temperature 
to the boiling point as rapidly as possible. 

(Start with hot or boiling water.) 

Use a.s little water as possible. 

Don*t use long cooking processes such 
as stewing when shorter methods are 
pos.sible. 

Don't throw away ^vater in which vege- 
tables have been cooked. Use it in making 
sauces, gravies and soups. 


Don't fry foods valuable for their con- 
tent of vitamins A, B,. or C. Destruction 
of those vitamin.s h less with other meth- 
ods of cooking. 

Prepare choppetl fruit and vegetable 
salads just before serving. 

Stiirt cooking friizcn foods while they 
are still froze ru 

Serve raw frozen foods immediately 
after thawing. 

Serve fresh fruits and vegetables raw 
whenever they can palatably be eaten 
that way. 

Here is a short resume about the va- 
rious vitamins imw' known to be vitally 
necessary to human health* A severe de- 
fideiicy in any ot these results in a 
disease such ns pellagra, rickets nr 
scurvy*. More prevalent, however, are the 
border-line cases caused by a sligbtly- 
limited use of vitamin-rich foods over a 
long period of time. This results in im- 
paired energy, elficiency and appetite; 
lowered resistance to disease, tooth <lccay, 
night blimlness, ami other evidences of 
malnutrition, 

VITAMIN A; Stimulates growth ami 
is nece.ssary for %vell -being at all ages. 
Builds up resistance to infection ami is 
necessary for good eye,sight, sound teeth, 
and the health of hair, skin and nails. 

Best sources" Green vegetables prop- 
erly cooked— -such as dandelion greens, 
beet greens, chard, mustard greens, 
escarole, spinach; also liver of beef or 
veal, fish liver oils, fish roe, egg yolk, 
butter, cheese, green lettuce, water cress, 
string be«ins, carrots, green or red pep- 
per.s, red tomatoes, green peas, sweet 
potatoes, apricots, yello%v peaches, yellow 
squash* Contained in other green or yel- 
low vegetables and fruits; also in cream, 
milk, kidneys, oysters and red salmon. 

Very little of Vitamin A is destroy e<l in 
cooking or dissolves in the cooking water* 

VITAMIN Bi (THIAMIN) : Vital to 
appetite, energy, and the health of the 
neiwous system. Prolonged severe defi- 
ciency causes a nervous disease, beri- 
beri. -A.lso known as the “anti-biingover 
vitamin” and used in treating alcoholism. 
Used by the medical profession as a tonie 
after severe illness. 

Best sources: Fresh pork, ham, veaU 
dried beans, liver, kidney, whole grain or 
enriched breads and cereals, tomato juice, 
brewws’ yeast, wheat germ, peanuts. Also 
contained in egg yolk, lean beef or mut- 
ton, fish roe, codfish, sardines or whiting; 
w'hite and .sw'eet potatoes, and an exten- 
sive list of vegetables, fruits and nuts. 

This 15 soluble in water and is destroyed 
by long cooking, or by the addition of 
soda* To make sure of adequate quanti- 
ties of B, in yoiii' iHet, use whole-grain oi' 
enriched cereals entirely; use other foods 
rich in it every day ; and do not use any 
more w-ater than necessary nor cook 
longer than necc.s.sary, nor use soda; DO 
save all pot liquor and use it* 

VITAMIN r (ASCORBIC ACID): 
This is not stored in the body, therefore 
a daily supply is necessary. Particularly 
important to healthy leetli and gums, 
strong bones. 


Best sources: Grapefruit, oranges, 

lemon.s, green pcpper.s, eauliflow'er, to- 
matoes, fresh and canned; greens, and 
many fruits, including canteloup, straw- 
berries, currants, watermelon, gooseber- 
ries and raspberries. 

Larger quantitie.s of this vitamin are 
needed daily than most people realize, 
particularly by young children, pregnant 
and nursing mothers. The daily require- 
ment of a nursing mother , for example, 
should be international units, which, 
if it were derivctl from orange juice only, 
would demand five large glasses of it. 
Tomato juice, %vhich is only half as 
rich in Vitamin C by volume, would neces- 
sitate twice the amount. The adole.scent 
girl is estimated to need 1,50(1 interna- 
tional units per day and the adolescent 
boy, 2,000 in order to form healthy bones 
and teeth. The adult w'oman or man re- 
quires 1,400 to 1,500 respectively. One 
large glass of orange juice furnishes 000 
units, fresh grapefruit juice S60. Acute 
deficiency is known as scurvy. 

Vitamin C i.s affected by exposure to 
the air, therefore citrus fruit Juices 
should be freshly prepared just prior to 
use. Is not alTectcd by the quick-freezing 
process but some is lost if such foods are 
thawed slowly or a Howled to stand after 
thawing, therefore .staii; cooking them 
while still frozen. 

VITAMIN D: KnowTi as “the sunshine 
vitamin*” Exposure of the skin to sun- 
shine for .sutfkienl and regular jKunods 
will buihl up vitamin I) in the Ixidy. 
Normal tooth and bone development re- 
quires this vitamin as well as calcium, 
phosphorus and other minerals. Necessary 
for healthy teeth at all ages* 

Best sources: Fish liver oils, egg yolk, 
salmon, sardines, butter; also foods such 
as evaporated milk ami fresh milk en- 
riched with vitamin D by the Steeiiboek 
process of irmcliaticm with ulu*a violet 
light. 

This vitamin is especially imporbmt 
for pregnant or nursing mothers and 
growing children. Acute deficiency re.su Its 
in bone malfornmllons known as ricket.s. 

VITAMIN B.. or G (RIBOFLAVIN): 
Believed to jday a part in the chemical 
processes of all living cells* In experb 
mental animals a deficiency of this sub- 
stance affected eyes, hair and growth* 

Best sources: Beef or veal liver, kid- 
neys, sw-eetbieads, oysters, lean pork. 
compre.ssed yeast, green peas, leafy green 
vegetables* 

Like vitamin Bi this is destroyetl by 
using soda in cooking. It is also water 
soluble, W"hich dictates that drainings 
from cooked vegetables should be saveil 
and used. 

NICOTINIC ACID: This has mithing 
to do wdth nicotine nor tobacco, but is a 
part of the vitamin B family* Used in 
concentrated form for rapid cure of that 
dread disease of malnutrition, pellagra* 
If you are obtaining a sufficieni quantity 
of Bi,. riboflavin, vitamin A, calcium ami 
iron the nicotinic acid will take care of 
itself because it is contained in many 
of the foods you will be using, including 
milk, green vegetables, liver, kidney, fish, 
lean meat and dried yeast. 
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BREAD AND CEREAL- 
whole groin prodycti or 
''ciirichtd"* brecid and flour.

i , Lt. E, W, members fought side by side 
with the U. S. Marines in the defense 
of Wake» Midway and Guam. In the 
first hours after their treacherous attack 
on America's Pacific ramparts, Japanese 
sources reported that these strategic 
islands had fallen to the first attack. This 
was a part of what seemed a crushing de- 
featj a forerunner of still greater 
disaster. 

With what joy the nation learned De- 
cember 11 that the garrisons on Wake 
and Midway continued to resist — not only 
that, Wake's war birds had sent one Jap- 
anese cruiser and one destroyer to the 
bottom. Repeatedly bombed, the Marines 
w^ere fighting back with saviige resource- 
fulness. Flinging down their tools and 
snatching weapons, were other heroic de- 
fenders of the islands— several hundred 
A. F, of L. building trades workers. It is 
recognized that they helped materially to 
fight off the attacks. 

MENTIONED WITH PRAISE 

“These civilian workers gave a very 
good account of themselves," the Navy 
Department informed the Building and

Wake, a tiny V-shaped island, which 
has become a symbol of American spirit 
in the slogan, “Wake Up!" is only a 
coral reef from five to 10 miles in di- 
ameter, enclosing a shallow lagoon. The 
Japs claimed that their planes had 
smashed it in the first surprise attack. 
The reply to that from the garrison at 
Wake was like a glimpse of a flag still 
flying, "The Marine garrison is continu- 
ing to resist,” 

The last Fan American plane landed at 
Wake just before a bombing attack. The 
captain picked up the 26 employees of 
Pan American Airways, took off between 
attacks on a course to Midwray and San 
Francisco, The plane was decorated with 
16 bullet holes from Jap machine guns. 
After leaving Wake they saw two Jap- 
anese vessels of war closing in on the 
island, The,sc apparently were the de- 
stroyer and cruiser dexterously sent to 
the bottom by the Marines, On reaching 
San Francisco the passengers praised the 
"high morale” of the men under fire on 
the islands, J. B. Cooke, who was airport 
manager at Wake, complimented the 
building trades workers for their cool 
and vigorous cooperation. 

"Before the last bomb dropped," he 
said, "They were over at our compound 
with their fire truck." 

Other reports reveal the construction 
men engaged in hand to hand fighting 
when needed on the attacked islands. 

Navy communiques indicate that the 
island had been under almost constant at- 
tack. A^et the garrison continued not only 
to resist, but “to counter these blows." 
When Navy officials had first established 
radio contact with Wake Island, it is re- 
ported that they asked, "Is there anything 
you want?” 

“A'^es," came the reply, "Send us some 
more Japs." 

It was noised about Washington that 
Wake could not be given reinforcements. 

Guam apparently had been pounded 
down by bombs, invaded and captured, 

NO SURRENDER 

The Marines and the A. F. of L, build- 
ing workers on Wake continued to resist. 
Their numbers were growing fewer. Pos- 
sibly food and ammunition also were run- 
ning low’, It was a hopeless fight^ — like the 
Alamo, like Thermopylae, like every last- 
ditch fight of brave men against over-

TECHNOLOGY 


A fter Hitlcr iramplod the labor move 
monl untler foot^ he undertook to get 
the German people to accept him as 
God. Ill other words ^ Hitler was revivini' 
the old divine right of kings idea in his 
own person. Hitler’s ally, Japan, is far in 
aflvance into retrogression of Hitler. The 
emperor of Japan did not need to trample 
the labor movement under foot. The labor 
movement in Japan was scarcely known. 
Nor did the emperor need to inculcate in 
his own people the idea of the divine right 
of emperors. For all intents and purposes 
the emperor of Japan is God, 

Feudalism thrives in Japan. We have 
the spectacle of an ancient state, with all 
the old superstitions, slogans and con- 
trols, embracing the new technology of the 
Western world. Japan certainly can be 
described as the Germany of the Orient. 
No doubt Hitler learned much from Japan 
in his dream of the new German ordox', 

WHISFEItS OF UNREST 

However, the Japanese emperor, with 
his powerful military and naval cliques 
and his hierarchy of aristocrats, ha.s not 
been able completely to keep newer ideas 
from leaking into the Japanese mind. 
Some commcntalurs take the position 
that one reason for the invasion of China 
was to silence the growing criticism of 
the ruling classes among the workers. Be- 
fore Japan started on the ilhfated ami 
malicious invasion of China, a truly demo- 
cratic nation, there was evidence that the 
labor movement was growing. At that 
time there were only about 700 unions of 
all types in Japan with only about 360,000 
total membership. This readily can be 
seen as a very small part of the industrial 
population, which is fi.xed at about 5,000,- 
000, making the organized workers about 
7 per cent The so-called left movement 
in Japan is very small in strength. 

To indicate the diminutive size of Ja- 
pan’s labor movement, it is enough to 
know that the only electrical workers’ 
union in Japan is in Tokyo, with a mem- 
bership of about 475. Yet this .small group 
of organ izeil workers were considered a 
threat to the established order before the 
invasion of China, As a matter of fact, 
strikes were on the increase about that 
time and reached a total of 1,000 indus- 
trial conflicts. Because the labor move- 
ment is small, there are practically no so- 
cial welfare activities in this backward 
nation. Some of the unions pay unemploy- 
ment benefits. There is no social insur- 
ance, Wages have been progressively de- 
rlming, No arbitration machinery has 
been set up by employers and unions for 
settling disputes. Police club strikers.

111 MIU.K AM) HUNGRY 

To pompleto this economic and indus* 
trial picture, it should be remembered 
that Japan is primarily a farmer na- 
tion. Japan supports its huge population 
on tiny islands by means of a scientiricHlly 
developed rice industry. It is said that 
Japan deserve.s the world’s admiration 
for the way it has progre.ssively increased 
its rice production to keep up with its 
ever-growing population. Howevcj-, even 
scientific farming is not able to feed the 
Japanese population well as it continued 
to grow. Before the invasion of China, 
unemployment was on the increase. This 
feudalistic and paternalistic country had 
during the world depression about 1,500, 
000 unemployed men. 

Thus it is seen that Japan is and al- 
ways has been a totalitarian nation. 
There is iin Majosty's opposition’’ 

in Japan. The labor movement i.s inarticu- 
late, feeble — probably now lies completely 
suppressed under the iron heel of the war 
lord, even as it is In Germanized 
countries. 

This industrial and economic pattern 
accounts for what might be called Japan- 
ese psychology. The Jap is a person with 
an unusual sense of inferiority. lie wants 
to belong. He has tried to belong by imi- 
tating the materialistic features of Wes- 
tern civilization. It is a commonplace 
that .fapanese are great imitators. They 
reach out and steal patented gadgets from 
the indu.strral countries of the world and 
reproduce them. They adopt mass produc- 
tion methods. They try to excel in arms. 
With a gun in his hand, the Jap soldier 
is nothing more than a medieval fanatic. 
He is the child of the state with no sen.se 
of imlividual lights or individual wrongs. 
He quite eagerly castigates himself and is 
willing to destroy himself for the state. 
This accounts for the suicide squad.s that 
attacked Pearl Harbor. This accounts for 
the human bullets improvised out of air- 
planes and a suicide pilot to destroy two 
British capital ships at Malaya, This ac- 
counts for the fantastic way the Japanese 
union worker has in trjdng to make some 
impress upon the stone walls of the 
feu dali Stic hierarchy. 

BARONS AM) SERFS 

It has been recorded that Japanese 
miners have tried to get reforms by lock- 
ing Uiemselves in the mines and refusing 
to come out. Instead of the ordinary 
strike, the Japanese worker goes on hun-

ger strikes in order to gain his elementary 
rights, lie is willing coiisUintly to injure 
himself in order to forward his cau,se. But 
the great majority uf Jupane,se popula- 
tion are nothing mox^e than human cogs 
in a great military system and war ma- 
chine. The wealth of the nation is vested 
in a few hereditary groups, and the rich 
are also the war lord.s. The hocus pocus 
of royalty is mixed up with modern in- 
dnsti'ial psychology. Such a country with 
sudi people make formidable enemies. 
Japanese soldiers die joyfully. They du 
not lack in gallantly. When Japan is de- 
feated, she will not be defeated because 
of the failure of the war-like viitues but 
because her puny resources give out, 
Japan is now wedded to the blitzkrieg 
idea. She is no doubt cunfjdent that she 
has enough munitions and materkd built 
up to carry her through the blitzkrieg 
period which she expects to win, but every 
day the conflict is prolonged, Japan will 
grow weaker. Her foundations are strong. 
Her resources are puny. She cannot win a 
major war against a major power. She 
wilt have early and preliminary victories. 
The chances for any kind of labor protest 
within Japan against her barbaric and 
pagan istic objectives are nil. 


I think the Chinese Industrial Cooper- 
atives are a very important factor in 
China’s yvsLv of defense. They provide the 
best form of relief by giving work to 
tens of thousands of refugees and help- 
ing them to keep their independence and 
their self-respect. At the same time, they 
help to relieve the markets of Free China 
of the shortage of the commonest nr- 
ticies due to the blockade and the up- 
rooting of industries in the coastal 
provinces. They increase the production 
and help restore the normal economic 
life of the nation. But their significance 
lies also in the future when these co- 
operatives will become the sound and 
rational ba.sis for the growth of Chinese 
i rill us tries after the war.— Lin Yutang.

S uccessful meeting of bombing 
raids depends upon two types of fire- 
fighting corps. The regular firefight- 
ing forces must be augmented and civil- 
ians must be trained in firefighting. The 
London Fire Department was increased 10 
times under the stress of bombing attacks. 

The National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion of Boston has recently sent out a 
communication to its members. It says: 
“The effect of the actual state of war 
upon fire protection is to make fire de- 
fense of even greater importance. Fire is 
a major weapon of modern warfarcj and 
defense against fire due to incendiary 
bombing and sabotage rests very largely 
with the civilian population. Members of 
the National Fire Protection AsBociation 
are the naturai leaders in local fire de- 
fense efforts.** 

To save time the National Fire Protec- 
tion Association announces the suspension 
of all Japanese members and all members 
in other Axis countries. 

MOKE FIREMEN NEEDED 

That the firefighting apparatus of the 
United States is not adequate to meet 
any bombing raids is asserted by George 
Richardson, secretary of the interna- 
tional Association of Fire Fighters. Mr. 
Richardson believes that a large ap- 
propriation should be made by Congress 
to supplement the present firefighting

modern firelighting equipment 
strongly stressed 

facilities and to cancel out obsolete types 
of firefighting apparatus. 

Shocking shortage.^ of firefighting 
equipment and other facilities with which 
to protect life and property from air raid 
bombinga exist in many American cities 
now in the danger zone. 

Mr. Richardson demanded immediate 
passage of the May Bill, authorizing ex- 
penditure of $100,000,000 for civilian de- 
fense against bombing attacks, as the 
initial move in a vitally necessary pro- 
gram to strengthen air raid protection in 
this country and its possessions. 

The May Bill, sponsored by the chair- 
man of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee and reported favorably by that 
committee, gives the Secretary of War 
power to use the funds for purchase of 
gas masks, firefighting equipment and 
other supplies and materials for the pro- 
tection of civilians. 

In its report the committee emphasized 
that such supplies will be furnished only 
to such committees as are unable to pro- 
vide for themselves. 

NEW Alq^\RATUS NEEDED 
"Our union has made a nation-wide 
survey of firefighting facilities which 


shows that more than 50 per cent of the 
existing apparatus is 15 years old or 
older and hopelessly outmoded/* Mr. 
liichardson declared. 

“We started making studies of this 
grave problem as soon as the nazis be- 
gan their mass raids on England. In Sep- 
tember, 1940, after having obtained from 
the British firefighting authorities the 
latest information on new methods of 
civilian air-raid defense, we wrote to 
President Roosevelt and urged the ap- 
pointment of a fire-defense committee 
here to survey American needs. The 
President appointed such a committee and 
it is now operating under the Office of 
Civilian Defense.** 

Mr, Richardson, who is serving as an 
advisory member of the OCD Fire De- 
fense Committee, declared that in addi- 
tion to shortages of equipment there h 
also a serious lack of per.sonne!. 

“Auxiliary firefighting forces must be 
organized at once in all communities, 
especially those on the coastlines,** he 
said. “Volunteers should be I'ecruited and 
trained at once in the latest methods of 
controlling fires and extinguishing in- 
cendiary bombs. In England the number 
of firefighters had to be increased 25 fold 
for protection from bomb attacks. We will 
have to do the same thing here.” 

VOLUNTEER GROUPS ENROLL 

Recently the proposal has been made 
by the National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion committee on piers and wharves to 
set up special fire prevention committees

GOOD ADVICE FROM 
ENGLAND 

The American Institute of Public 
Opinion has asked British citizens about 
their early mistakes in war-making. The 
answers are important and incisive, 

1. Make sure that before men go into 
action they are completely equipped, par- 
ticularly with tanks and airplanes. 

2. Don*t make our mistake of under- 
rating the power of the enemy. We were 
too compbacent. 

'1. Take the initiative whenever you 
can — donT leave jt with the enemy, 

4. Organize your man pow-er and 
woman pow'er efficiently and at once. 
Don't Like half-way measures. 

5. Eliminate all red tape— don't put 
up with inefficient administration. We 
lost valuable time that way. 

fi. Get act immediately for air-raids, 
and pay special attention to fire-fighting 
and civilian watching seiwice. 

7, Be .sure your commanders are thor- 
oughly schooled in modern fighting 
techniques — this war is different from 
the last one. 

8. Make sure all branches of the fight- 
ing forces cooperate completely with 
each other. Remember Norway and 
Crete, 

0. Deal drastically wdth fifth column- 
ists now — don't wait. 

10. Insure government control of war 
materials and industiy, and eliminate 
profiteering.

A new type of civilian officer ia being 
developed in the United States over 
night, fie is the air raid warrlen. Un- 
der him as lieutenant^ is the sector \vnr~ 
den. In the nation's capital alone, where 
a mill ion persons are centered, are 25,000 
air raid wardens. New York City probably 
has 150,000. In seaboard cities from Port- 
land, Maine, to Miami, Fla., or from Bell- 
ingham, Wash., to San Diego on the 
Pacific Coast, they are all enrolled for 
the (Uiration and are i^apidly being or- 
ganiKecl to repel air raids and bombing 
expeditions. 

SWIT( IIES SWITCHED 
FOR HLACKniTT 

This is the first taste that the United 
States has had of modern warfare. Just 
as the minute men of the revolution lived 
at home and when the alarm was given, 
snatched the musket from behind the 
door and rushed to the defense of the 
ctmntryside, m now men, women and ehil- 
di'en are being drilled and trained to ineeL 
im pending attacks from the air. 

To further stress this exigency, groups 
of trained men are volunteering en masse. 
Local Union No. B-3, of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, New 
Y'ork City, offered Mayor LaGuardia and 
the Defense Council all its energy and 
talent in eifeeting blackouts. Most elec- 
tric light systems in large cities are con- 
trolled autoniaticaily, but in blackouts 
they must be controlled by hand. This 
calls for hundreds of skilled men to ef- 
fect this change. At the same time, the 
municipal electrical inspectors of the City 
of New affiliated with the Ameri- 

can Federation of Labor, placed at the 
dispos4il of the national director of civil- 
ian defense their time and their effort, 
to meet the present emergency. 

In Chicago the janitors, janitresses, 
elevator operators, school engineers and 
apartment building workers called a huge 
mass meeting of 25,000, led by Mayor 
Kelly, This ivas a civilian defen.se meet- 
ing designed to make as effective as pos- 
sible the care of women and children in 
times of the emergency. The Building 
Service Employes* International Union 
offer their organisation as the custodian 
of families diii'inir ptjriods like ibis. They 
are organised now to head off sabotage to 
buildings, to aid in the economy of ma-

Cn VST CITIES WARY 

Neighborhood meetings are being held 
throughout coast cities. First aid training 
is being given to thousands. Shelters are 
being built. Homemade tools for defense 
are being fabricated. Windows are cur- 
tained to make ready for blackouts. There 
has been a run on flashlights in every 
coast city so that the supply i.s near ex- 
haustion. America is mobilizing. The 
civiHan population means business. There 
is a grim businesslike air about all these 
preparations. Men and women refu.se to 
be afraid. 

In those cities where blackouts are now 
practiced the switching off and on of 
lights in homes, factories and office build- 
ings are accomplished by citizens, indi- 
vidually, as a matter of voluntary eoijp- 
eration. A force of service men is put on 
duty with pow'cr companies and stands 
ready to answer calls. Emergency squads 
of traveling operators are mobilized in 
order to man automatic substations and 
stand by in case of trouble. Every county 
in the United States has a defense council. 
Through this rmincil move the instruc- 
tions and orders from national centers 
necessary to effect coordination. Citizens 
may get in touch with their county coun- 
cils for guidance in all kinds of home de- 
fense work. The spirit of unity emanate.s 
from the population. 


KNOW YOUR BOMBS 

In air raids the civilian population may 
expect three types of bomhs: 

1, Flares, to give light for the attack- 

ing aviators; 

2, Incendiary bombs; 

3, Explosive bombs. 

Flares are destroyed u,sually by sharp- 
shooters capable of catching them in the 
air with a rifie bullet before they reach 
the earth. They are instantly extinguished 
by a bullet. An incendiary bomb is usually 
made of some kind of magnesium com- 
]josition which burns at a terrific heat. 
Such an incendiary is capable of crashing 
through an ordinary roof. Instructions 
given civilians indicate that the in- 
cendiary can be extinguished by a very 
fine spray from a garden hose before it 
can do terrific damage. Civilian defenders 
are instructed to keep a steel container of 
some sort within easy reach filled with 
dry sand and an ordinary long-handled 
shove) and a homemade shield of asbestos 
or some other material. The building de- 
fender is instructed to shield hia l>ody 
With the asbestos square, approach the in- 
cendiary with the shovel, lift it into the 
bucket, and carry it aw'ay on the handle 
of the shovel wffiere it cannot do damage, 

Americans are reading with interest 
every scrap of information they can get 
on civilian defense. There has come to the 
Ei.ectrical Workers' Journal a letter 
from an air raid warden in England 
which w'ill serve to dramatize the kind of 
thing that defenders at home must 
expect. 

"Tonight 1 am on fire w-atching 
duties. I hope they dtm't come over 
tonight. Tomorrow is the last day of 
the coui-se and 1 would like io be on 
my mettle. They are over all right and 
I don't mean maybe.

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DEMOCRACY RULES 

Balt (lioeA. Pnjoj&ct 


T he story of the Salt River Project is 
one of success. It has a number of in- 
teresting^ angles, in ati<lition to that 
^vhich reflects so creditably on I. B, E* W- 
Local Union Xo. B-2 (jG, of Phoenix, Ariz, 
The project exemplifies some of the 
mysterious variations of nature, the in- 
genuity and persistence of human beings 
generally, the particular benefits of demo- 
cratic cooperation, as well as the value of 
intelligent labor union activity. The proj- 
ect's history even rellects a bit of the 
evils of bureaucracy, that occupational 
tlisease which constantly threatens gov- 
ernment administrators who forget that 
in a democracy government exists to serve 
the people, rather than the contrary. 

THE CACTL S ( (>l X I RY 

The southern portion of Arizona con- 
sists in large part of a great expanse of 
desert, marked by ruggcfi, colorful but 
mostly barren mountains, occasional 
streams but more numerous dry stream 
beds. In the center of this sweep of 'wil- 
derness is the Salt River Valley, an area 
of rich farm land about 20 miles wide 
and 50 miles long, which accommodates 
the busy little metropolis of Phoenix and 
about a quarter of a million acres of 
fertile land. 

The valley derives its name from the 
Salt River, the water of which bears a 
slight amount of salt picked up from 
springs in the upper reaches of the river. 
The valley^s great productivity is made 
possible by the Salt ami Verde Rivers, 
provided by nature, but erratic and un-

reliable until man added his improve- 
ments to nature’s handiwork. By the con- 
trol anti use of the water flow of these 
rivers thi'ough an extensive irrigation 
and hydro-electric power sy.steni, the in- 
dustry of man transfoimed the Salt River 
Valley from a desert waste into a land 
of abounding crops. 

DOVETAILING PROCESS 

The perfection of Salt River Valley’s 
ii'rigation and power systems is rep re- 
Renta lively American, for it marked the 
joining of separate and distinct cultures, 
and at the same time, the joining of an- 
cient and modern techntilogies. Cen- 
turies before Columbus discovered Amer- 
ica, the same area had been cultivated by 
an earlier civilization which built an in- 
tricate system of irrigation canals and 
ditches. Later, the Spaniards brought and 
applied their knowledge of irrigation 
methods, based upon long experience in 
the tilling of arid and semi-arid soils, a 
knowledge and experience lackctl by the 
Anglo-Saxon peoples who settled the 
eastern shores of our country. 

The numerous surface water Hows and 
the humid climate which characterized 
England, in contrast to the relative scar- 
city of such water flows ami the dry cli- 
mate of Spain and some of the other 
Mediterranean countries is reflected in 


differing law.s governing real property, 
and especially those relating to riparian 
rights, A more wiilespread understanding 
of the reasons for these anrl similar dif- 
ferences in the customs of man would 
promote a higher standard of human 
relationships. 

Because of such lack of understaniliiig, 
the people of the United States were slow 
in recognizing the obligation of their na- 
tional government to develop many poten- 
tially rich areas in the West, including 
the Salt River Valley. 

A NEW ERA 

But by 1902, the inadequacy of private, 
local and even state effort to solve the 
physical, legal and financial problems in- 
herent in the elhdeiit prosecution of a 
large-scale irrigation system W'as recog- 
nized, In that year Congress passed the 
Reclamation Act and provided funds and 
authority for the federal government to 
construct and maintain needed irrigatioil 
works for the control, storage, diversion 
and development of waters for the recUi- 
matian of land. 

Thereafter the government built a 
series of dams to control and store the 
waters f! owing through Salt River Valley 
from a mountain w^atershed comprising 
13,000 square miles. The first and great- 
est of these is the Roosevelt dam, com- 
pleted in 1911, which with the dams on 
the Salt River forms a chain of lakes GO 
miles long. The government purchased 
and improved the existing canal systems 
and constructed other control and storaj^e 
dams. In addition some 200 pumping 
plants were installed to utilize the under- 
gromiil waters in emergencies and regu- 
late the grouml water-table. 

AN UNEXPEX TED BY-PRODUCT 

The first instance of the building of a 
hydroelectric power plant by the Bureau 
of Kechimation was that built at Roose- 
velt dam. The original puiqjose was to 
produce the power required for the con- 
struction of the project. But when the 
dam was complete there were other ad- 
ditional use.s for electric po^ver. Thus was 
the ancient technique of irrigation joined 
with the infant giant of electricity. In ad- 
dition to the 24,000 horsepower produc- 
tion at Roosevedt dam, three dams were 
built primarily for power production, 
and four other hydx-oelectric plants wore 
constructed along the canal system in 
the valley. 

In all, more than 1 00,000 horsepower is 
produced at these several plants. As a 
result, the Salt River Valley was one of 
the first places in the United States w’here 
electric service was made available to all 
rural homes. The valley’s distrihution 
and transmisHion system includes 27 sub- 
stations ami over 1,800 miles of power 
lines. Supplementing the hydro system 
is a diesel plant and a steam plant with a 
combined capacity of 51,000 horsepower. 

The electric energy is sold to the utili- 
ties serving the cities in the area and to 
the large copper companies operating 
there, as well as to domestic consumers. 
The economy of production and wide dis-

l>r. Edivin Unh^ersity of Il’rW- 

consin, a scholar who has had ex^periertce 
in public life^ surveyed the work of Thur* 
man Arnold, the Imoyer, before a meeting 
of the Aniericct7i Association for Labor 
Legislation m New York City recenflg. 
Dr. is regarded as an aiitkority on 

labor law, and upon the processes of 
legislation. 

W HEN Thurman Arnoid first beffiui 
his prosecutions of labor unions 
under the anti-trust laws* he 
claimed to be merely applying the exist- 
ing law to labor and industry; in fact, 
that he did not intend to proceed against 
the unions in any case in which their 
practices could be justified under Judge 
Brandeis's dissenting opinion in the 
Duplex Printing Press Company case* 
More recently, since the majority of the 
Supreme Court has adopted the position 
taken by Justice Brandeis, and Chief 
Justice Stone has pointed out that the 
previous majority opinion also did not 
justify his interpretatioii of the present 
law, Mr* Arnold has shifted his position. 
He is now actively supporting the Mun* 
roney and Walter bills which propose re- 
strictions never before applied to the 
labor unions.

POKGING LABOR'S SHACKLKS 

The restrictions proposed confer bn^od 
Liisc ret ionary poivers on the Anti-Trust 
Division. They w'ould subject labor unions 
to prosecution under the anti-trust laws 
whenever they attempt to enforce condi- 
tions on the use of materials, machinery 
11 r equipment which the Anti -Trust Divi- 
sion deems unreasonable or not ade- 
qimUdy related to \vages, hours, or work- 
ing conditions. Under the guise of glrik- 
ing at jurisdictional strikes, the more 
extreme of the two bills prohibit.^ all 
tdforts at union organization where two 
m- more unions are competing. It also 
denies to working people the protection 
of the Norris-LaGuardia Act and would 
once more permit of the issuance of in- 
junctions in labor disputes without ac- 
cording the unions their day in coinl. 


That unions in some cases have been 
guilty of unsocial conduct is undeniable. 
It does not follow, however, that we 
should adopt totalitanari methods of 
dealing with labor unions. 

BHt )G K ESS DEM OC R ATI C A T . i A 

Very great progress has been made 
within the past year in the adjustment of 
long-standing jurisdictional disputes 
among uniofis — all after the Supreme 
Court held that Mr. Arnold could not 
prosecute the labor unions for engaging 
in such disputes* The progre*ss made justi- 
fies a continued trial of the democratic 
policies we have pursued in the past* 

Whatever may have been the merits 
of Mr. Arnold’s proposals, the attack 
which the Axis po’wers have made on 
this country on December 7 has funda- 
mentally altered the situation* At this 
time we need as never before the whole- 
hearted and full cooperation of both 
labor and industry. 

r Al.L OFF PRIVATE WAR 

To this end Mr* Arnold’s campaign 
for amendment of the anti -trust 1 h%vs 
to place further restrictions on labor 
unions should now be called off. We can- 
not lick the nazis and the Japs if war 
is waged in this country on the labor 
unions, or, if, on the other hand, the 
labor unions wage war on society. 

There is every reason to believe that 
the assurances of full cooperation given 
by both labor and industry are made In 
good faith. If this present attitude con- 
tinues the country will have no further 
cause for giving thought to curbs upon 
labor unions. It is by their actual per- 
formance in the present critical time 
that both labor and industry will be 
judged for many years to come. 


‘HVhereas under prevailing economic 
conditions, developed with the aid of gov- 
ernmental authority for owners of prop- 
erty to organize in the corporate and 
other forms of ownership association, the 
individual unorganized worker is com- 
monly helpless to exercise actual liberty 
of contract and to protect his freedom 
of labor, and thereby to obtain acceptable 
terms and conditions of employment, 
wherefore, though he should be free to 
decline to associate 'with his fellows, it 
is necessary that he have full freedom 
of association, self -organization, and 
designation of representatives of his ow'ji 
choosing, to negotiate the terms and 
conditions of his employment, and that 
he shall be free from the interference, 
restraint, or coercion of employers of 
labor, or their agents, in the designation 
of such representatives or in self-organi- 
zation or in other concerted activities for 
the purpose of collective bargaining or 
other mutual aid or protection; therefore, 
the following definitions of, and limita- 
tions upon, the jurisdiction and authority 
of the courts of the United States are 
hereby enacted*”' — Norris-LaGuardia Act.

E rnest BEVIN, well-knomi labor 

leader to thousands of Americans, 
was at an important labor jrathering 
outside of London when Winston Church- 
ill asked him to become a member of his 
cabinet. Bevdn had been very much anti- 
Chamberlairn When Churchill issued his 
inviiaUon, Bevin accepted \vilh alacrity. 
Bevin was ihi* first man that Churchill 
asked to join his cabinet, and Bevin b 
reported to have more power than any 
labor minister in England has ever had. 
Bevin and Churchill get along well to- 
gether. Bevin calls him *'Mate/* and 
there is no record of any friction. This 
Is probably because fundamcTUally the 
two men both are Britishers alike. 

Churchill was born with a gold spoon 
in his mouth, the son of an English lord, 
and his family tree dates back to the 
J>uke of Marlborough. Bevin was born 
on a farm and early entered the labor 
movement as a longshoreman. Yet both 
have the duidity of fire, of a sweeping 
imagination, of goed British civil 
servants. 

DARINC VISIT WINS HEARTS 

Recently Winston Churchill paid a 
visit to the United States, a guest of the 
White House, and spoke to the United 
States Congress, and won the hearts of 
Americans. He frankly told the United 
States Congress that he btdieves in the 
Lincoln formula of government; that is, 
government of the people, by I he people 
and for the people. This is a sincere 
statement. 

Churchill has been both a man of ac- 
tion and a man of thought. This is u 
distinguishing trait. He has known the 
pinch of poverty several times. He had 
to quit politics in order to earn money to 
live. He has been a Member of English 
Parliament, Ho has written h rill rant 
books. He has been a soldier; he has 
heen a rteNVHpapcrman, He has been a 
college president. As a nowspiiper re- 
portei- he was cap lured by the Boei'.« ancl 
made a sensational escape. Be is the 
1 a rt‘st CO m h i n a t i mi in the woi I d — t,h n t of 
a man who has done things and yet has 
never lost contact with the great ideas 
of the past and of the present. Ilia auto- 
biography, “A Roving Commission/^ is

probably a a striking un adventure rtory 
as has ever been pcnnetl, for as thou.sands 
of Americans know, Churchill can write 
and can speak in a moving fashion. U is 
never any trouble for him to sell hts 
books. 

AMERICAN MOTHER 

Winston Spencer Churchill's mother 
was Jennie Jerome of New York ('ity. 
Churchill Avas born in 18T4 and had the 
usual education of the British upper 
classes. At 26 he entered Parliament as 
a Conservative Member. As he told 
United States SciiaUirs, he stood for 
offiee Ut times and sulfered only dve do* 
feaus I h rough out his long career. Early 
in his political career he broke with the 
I'cacUiOmries of the Conseiwativc Party 
and joined the Liberal Party. This event 
alone indicates his sincerity and integrity, 
it is no small thing for an English boy 
to break with his father's party. Soon 
after his iflection as a Liberal in Parlia- 
meiu he fought for the right of self- 
government of the South .-African Britbh 
possessions and he showed a keen interest 
in all social legislation. lie was author 
of the Trade Boards Act establishing a 
minimum wage in certain sAveated in- 
dustries, an act setting up labor ex- 
change.s (employment agencies) and the 
Shops Act. The Trade Boards Act might

be paralleled in the United States by the 
National I^ibor Relations .Act because it 
greatly stimulated the unorganisted in- 
dustries ami extended unionism. lie also 
fought as a .Member of Parliament for all 
social security measures and the Old Age 
Pension Act. 

AC:TIUN in FRANCE 

As the warrior, Winston Churchill has 
had ail enviable record. Before 1914 he 
saw what Germany and the Kaiser were 
up to. He spoke strongly for prepared- 
ness and became fir.st lord of the Ad- 
miralty in time to prepare the British 
Navy for the German attack, though his 
career was somcAA^hat eclipsed by what 
were considered certain military blunders 
at the Dardanelles. When he Avas relieved 
of his oflice, he went directly to France 
to fight, commanding a regiment, Sotm 
after LIoyd-George recalled him to high 
oflke. He became Minister of Munitions, 
then Secretary for War, and Air Minister. 
He has sat in Parliament periodically 
since the first World War closed and he 
has lifted his voice consistently on the 
need of preparedness by England against 
the rise of the German menace, Adolf Hit- 
ler. He was not heeded. Subsequent twemts 
piwed him quite right again. That is 
AA'hy he is British Prime Minister with a 
united people behind him. When the Ger- 
man troops marched into Belgium and 
Holland, and he took olficc in the darkest 
houi' of British history, he made a famous 
speech, crying: '*l have nothing to offer 
but blood, toil, tears and sweat,''

ference between labor and industry, 
it is likely that a national war labor 
board will be established. 

The following report to the Secretary 
of Labor in 1^18 ^vas the basis of the old 
Xational War Labor Board. 

JOINT COM MISSION REPOKT, 1^18 

Honorable WilHain B. Wilson, Secretary 
of Labor 

Sir: The comniisHion of repreaenUitives 
of employers and workers, selected in ac- 
cortl with the suggestion of your letter of 
January 28, tSU8, to aid tn the formula- 
tion, in the present eniergeney, of a na- 
tional labor program, present to you, as a 
result of their conferences, the following: 
(a) That there be created, for the 
period of the war, a national w*ar labor 
board of the same number and to be 
selected in the same manner and by the 
same agencies as the commissi on making 
this recommendation. 

[b) That the functions ami powers of 
the national bcau'd shall be as follows: 

1. To bring about a settlement, by 
mediation and conciliation, of every con- 
troversy arising between employers and 
workers in the field of production neces- 
sary for the effective conduct of the war. 

2. To do the same thing in similar 
controvei'sies in other fields of national 
activity, dedays and obstruction in which 
may, in the opinion of the national board, 
affect detrimentally such production. 

iL To provide such machinery by direct 
appointment p or othei^wise, for selection 
of conimitiees or boards to sit in various 
parts of the country where controversies 
arise, to secure settlement by local media- 
tion and conciliation. 

4. To summon the parties to the con- 
troversy for hearing and action by the 
national boaixl in case of failure to se- 
cure settlement by local mediation and 
conciliation.

fort of the national board .shall fail to 
bring about a voluntai\v settlement, and 
the members ^jf the board shall be unable 
unanimously to agree upon a decision, 
then and in that ease and only as a last 
resort, an umpire apijoiuted in the man- 
ner provided in the next paragraph shall 
hear and finally decide the controversy 
under simple rules of proccduKt^ pre-

SWEDEN 


The Swedish CoUeeiive Ban/ahung 
Sjfstemt by Patd H\ Nergren^ Harvard 
University PresSt Cambridge, Mms. 324 
pages. Price $S^50. 

H ere is a book which certainly is of 
prime interest as a contribution to 
the literature of the all-important 
question of industrial relations and the 
collective barjfainitijx process* 

In the United Slates in the weeks im- 
meiiiately preceding^ that fateful Sunday 
of December 7, 194 1, the labor situation 
occupied the spolliffht in the mind of 
every one* Congress at that mom out was 
turning the full force of its unsympa- 
thetic attention to the matter. 

The arrival from the publishers this 
fall of a book on collective bargaining 
schemes in actual operation eoukl 
scarcely have been more timely j for it 
touched upon u subject of vital signifi- 
cance to the success or failure of all our 
productive efforts, during an ejctremely 
crucial period in our national history as 
we balanced on the threshold of war. 
Even then every hour of sustained or 
interrupted defense production was leav- 
ing its mark upon the chances of survival 
of democratic principles in this world* 

D I FF 1C II I /r (I UI]H IT O N S 
UNSOLVED 

How to lessen slow-downs and strikes, 
how to obtain indnatrial peace, ho%v to 
insure continuous operation in industries 
essential to the national defense, yet not 
ileprive our citizens of their just rights 
under a democratic form of society — 
these were tht" questions posed boforc 
Congress and the American public up 
until the very moment w^hen war was 
thrust so rudely upon us* 


How one demo- 
cratic country handles its 
labor relations. Could Swedish 
system apply here? 

Certainly there had been found no sim- 
ple answer to the plaguing problems in- 
terfering with industrial peace* To find 
the solution best adapted to the needs of 
the United States w^ould, in normal times, 
require a most careful and thoughtful 
study of the situation from all angles* 

But these are swiftly moving times. To- 
day American wwkers stand united in the 
defense of the nation, 

Hai'e, in this book. The Swedish CoUee^ 
the Iktr gaining System, by Paul Norgren, 
is presented a descri|>tion of the Way one 
nation approached its own problem of in- 
dustrial relations* While the program 
worked out there is by no means a solu- 
tion which could be applied forthwith 
over here, or would necessarily be desired 
even if it could, it offers ideas worthy of 
objective consiciGration in the midst of any 
dcliberatioTis along these lines. 

Over here collective bargaining is often 
a local atfair. Generally speaking, each 
local labor union seeks to bargain with its 
employers individually or with their local 
trade association. It seeks to enforce a 
given standard of working conditions and 
of minimum wages for similar work over 
a local area. 

In SAveden — -small, geographically com- 
pact, and still predominantly agricultural 
—things are done differently* 

EQUAL STRENGTHS IN BALANCE 

There that nation has strong, equally 
balanced national, industry-wide organi- 


zations to represent workers on the one 
side and employers on the other, A central 
federation of member organizations heads 
each group. After years of fighting, these 
two parallel sets of organizations have 
settled down and mutually ’worked out 
dearly defined precepts and procedures 
accoriling to which they conduct collective 
bargaining negotiations. 

Swedish workers are predominantly 
organized* Over two-thirds of them belong 
to trade unions. No struggle for the right 
to organize, or for recognition, or for the 
rigljt to bargain through their chosen 
representatives confronts the Swedish 
labor movement today* Collective bar- 
gaining is accepted by employers as a 
matter of course* 

Although the labor itiovement in Swe- 
den began among skilled craft Avorkers, 
the period from 1909 to 1925 saw an ex- 
tensive shift to the industrial type of 
unionism, a trend most heartily applaud- 
ed by the author of this study, Mr. Nor- 
gren. Only the ,skilled workers of the 
building, printing and melal-mol cling 
trades steadfastly refused to give up their 
Cl aft form of organization, and even these 
are showing, through alliances with other 
crafts into cartels, what Mr. Norgren 
chooses to consiiler umnistakable signs 
that they may some day operate in Swe- 
den as units for collective bargaining pur- 
l>oses* 

Swe*lish labor agreements are industry- 
wide and national in scope. They are 
reached through negotiations between the 
representatives of the national industrial 
trades union and the national employers^ 
trades as.sociation for each industry. Usu- 
ally they covci^ two-year terms. Their 
provisions are basic, being broad and gen- 
eral in scope* Details (rather than entire 
agreements, as in the United States) are 
left for local determination. 

ADMICArES TRADE ASSOCIATIONS 

Mr. Norgren urgently advocates the 
development in the United State*«^ of ef- 
fective national trade associations of em- 
ployers similar to those of Sweden, em- 
powered to collectively bargain for their 
entire industry, wdth strong, central in- 
dustrial labor unions. Nowhere in his 
book does he even mention America's 
Sherman Anti- trust Laws which would 
make such combined actions on the part of 
employers federal offenses here. Such de- 
liberate overlooking or abj'^smal ignorance 
of the national laws affecting our indus- 
trial relations is certainly very hard to 
undersUind in a person who is seeking a 
doctoral degree from Harvard University 
in the field of labor economics, as is Mr. 
Norgren, 

Presumably the book was written pri- 
marily for American consumption. While 
the author strongly advocates broad, na- 
tion-wide and industry-wide collective 
bargaining for this country, he barely 
mentions the vast geographical differ- 
ences and other factors which now stand 
in the way of its immediate acceptance. 
Me offers little in the way of suggestions 
to adapt it to our needs over here* 

One cannot avoid the impression that large 
j^ectiaas of it wore wriltCTi fsomotime earlier

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S TARTING a brief Uva years ago — 
March, IfMti, to be exact — L. U. Ko. 
R-124, in Kaiusas City, Mo., reacheii 
out into the rankj^ of one of the most un- 
flei paki fields of work in the coimlry— 
that of the unorgan isced radio serviceman 
and radio workei- — ami slur ted a plan 
ultimately intended to hrm^ order ami 
security to this group, and to guarantee a 
fair living wage for all competent m- 
ganixed men in this field. To be sure, the 
path of organ iaat inn was beset by a host 
of difficulties. Many setbacks occurred and 
are still occurring. Hut the start has 
been made. Tim principal factors that now 
prevent sweeping progress in the field are 
to be consideretJ more from the national 
standpoint than purely from the local 
view. And this article is intended as a 
message to the entire national organiza- 
tion to secure their aid in furthering the 
program. Working with the entire coun- 
try's mass of radio workers as an army of 
potential I. E. E. W. affiliates, the whole 
group will profit enormously , and the par- 
ent organization will be made just that 
much stronger and that much more able 
to lift a stronger voice in corning affairs. 

But suppose the unorganized radio 
serviceman or worker in your coiiiJiiunity 
has to be '"sold" the idea of union. Sup- 
pose he wants to know just how he will 
profit or benefit by uni<jnism. You must be 
able to give him facts, actual accounts of 
other cases and other communities w^hcre* 
in the radio man joined the union and se- 
cui’pd certain definite a«l vantages. You 
might take the case here in Kansas City. 

( I TING AN EXAMPLE 

Previous to organization here most 
servicemen got “what they could get” for 
their work. There was little standardiza- 
tion of charges. Underbidding, cut-throat 
practices, buck-passing* all the usual evils 
and practices of unorganized effort ex- 
isted.

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Labor and Its In times like these the nation obeys 
Government but one law — the law of national self- 
preservation. For a nation this law is 
just as inescapable and potent as it is in the life of 
the individual. All men must bend to it. All citizens 
must respond in sacrifice and many .sweeping adjust- 
ments must be made by every group and every citizen 
that the nation may live. Great sections of the labor 
movement see this situation with clear eyes. They 
understand the obdurate working of the law of .self- 
preservation and have already adjusted their indi- 
vidual and collective lives to aid the nation to meet 
this crisis. What then ha.s labor the right to expect of 
it.s government in .such a crucial situation? 

Labor has a right to expect its government not to 
ask any sacrifice of labor that will not contribute to 
the major aim, namely, national preservation. Labor 
has the right to know that when a propo.sal is made, 
it is made with good faith by a fair-minded group of 
public officials capable of making decisions in favor of 
the total national good. It has a right to know that the 
proposal made is not disguised hostility of employers 
who wi.sh to seize upon the situation to advance the 
employer’s interest and not the interest of the total 
good. 

An example which might be given is the question 
of maximum hours to be worked. It may well be that 
in the next few months the 60 or 70 hour week may 
have to be put into effect, but it should be clearly un- 
derstood that such a long working week can only 
possibly be sound public practice if it obtains for only 
a short period of time. Experience in England has 
dearly shown that the long work week beyond 60 
hours ha.s been a liability in draining the energies of 
the working people so that they could not produce as 
much in the 70 or 80 hour week as they could produce 
in the 60-hour week. England is virtually on the six- 
day week. The seventh day is used for a period of re- 
laxation for the workers and for a period of rehabilita- 
tion of the machines. Machines must be maintained, 
oiled, tuned up to the highest condition of efficiency. 
The United States may find that many proposals 
which, on the face of them, look desirable may be. 
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when analyzed, bad propo.sals, specious proposals dic- 
tated by the self-interest of groups. 

We predict that this country will not find labor or 
labor unions wanting in this crisis. There is every evi- 
dence that labor is rising magnificently to the crisis. 
The heroic response of workers in Hawaii and on other 
Pacific Lslands is only a symbol of what labor is doing 
and i.s prepared to do in this emergeiicy. 


Skill One of the things that local unions can do for 
the Brotherhood, and one of the things they 
can do for the nation at the same time, is to guard the 
skill which is such a priceless possession of this organ- 
ization. There will be many temptations to degrade 
and dilute skill during the present crisis. The unions 
can rest as.sured that a nation needs more and more 
skilled men and that means really skilled men, not 
half-baked mechanics with no sense of workmanship, 
no talents for precLsion of hand and eye. As we enter 
the new year w'e hope that local unions have carefully 
studied the national apprenticeship standards pro- 
mulgated by this office and that they are moving to 
set up local joint committees with their employers in 
their community to start apprenticeship programs. 
Where local unions have found it necessary to make 
adjustments in order to meet hourly emergeiicie.s, they 
have been able to do it without sacrifice of national 
apprenticeship standards. Every local union can work 
out arrangements whereby the high standards of 
craftsmanship will not be impaired by the war effort 
and at the same time men can be channeled to do the 
nece.s.sary job. This is a supreme ta.sk for local unions 
and they should rise to meet the emergency. 


War of No citizen can listen to a nightly broadcast 
Mobility from Singapore. Batavia, London, Berne 
without being aware that the world is a 
mighty small place, and if the citizen will think a little 
about the matter, he will discover that the whole world 
is a battlefield and that what distinguishes modern 
warfare from the warfare of the past is that it is war- 
fare of mobility as distinguished from the warfare of 
position. It is a hit and run type of battle. Men attack, 
do damage, disappear. A philosopher might point out 
that what makes the war of mobility possible is the 
machine geared to great speed, increasing the area 
of damage by thousands of miles. The submarine goes 
under the sea, the airplane traverses the air lanes and 
the tank sweeps over the terrain— all at high speed. 

Obviously this demands a new-old type of warrior. 
It demands the kind of warrior that America has pro- 
duced so many of — the General Custers, the Bill Codys, 
the Daniel Boones, and the Davy Crocketts,— the men 
who knew how to fade out like smoke, reappear on the 
flank of the enemy and inflict terrible death. America 
must revive its old Indian warfare techniques on a

new «cale ready to do battle across the reaches of a 
whole world, before it can be victorious. 


Key to In America, iirobably the most often quoted 
Order statement from EniesL Bevin, Minister of 
Labor, Great Britain, is: 

“My war aim is summed up in the ]>hrase, 'the motive 
of our life must be social security,' Why do I urge it? 
I am thinking of the suffering, teeming millions in 
Euro])e and other parts of the world who, for the sake 
of freedom, want us to be victorious, but who are ask- 
ing what is to be our attitude after, You have got to 
create a feeling of hope, a new and better economic 
outlook— example is belter than precept. If here, in 
the old country, we are beginning lu shape a new 
conception, to forge it and to weave it into our own 
economic life, and doing this at a time when the strug- 
gle is going on, is that not something which will create 
conlidence and provide a real answer to Hitler ? He has 
solved imemploymcnt by making weapons of destruc- 
tion. What is the only effective answer to the doctrine 
of his new Europe but a demonstration by us that an 
economic order based upon construction, peace and 
security is being Inaugurated?” 


Spirit of Modern warfare is pretty much a matter 
Free >Ien of machines — of stupendous weapons, 
ruthless and impersonal. And yet what 
cheers every nation is the record of the gallantry of 
human beings which rises above the melee of the ma- 
chines to do heroic things. Such, no doubt, is the rec- 
ord of the minute men of Wake Island, the %vorkers 
who took up the guns alongside the Marines and drove 
back assault after assault of Jap attackers. Here %vas 
something that America could deeply understand. 
Here was something that was in the tradition of Amer- 
ican life, that belongs with the Minute Men of Concord 
and the ride of Paul Revere. Here was something that 
school children recognize as of the same quality as 
the exploits of Daniel Boone, Bill Cody and General 
Custer. A common citizen left his tool, picked tip his 
musket and went to the front to do brilliant service. 
And though gallantry is not enough and though we 
must have equipment and more equipment fabricated 
of inanimate steel, still in the last analysis, war will 
be won by the spirit of Wake Island marching on 
and on. 


Labor On the home defense front, labor is mobiliz- 
Mobilizes ing. In every city, the unions are preparing 
to take their proper place in the battle 
against bombing, and what is that place? It is princi- 


pally as dean-up squad.s — demolition men who move 
in after the raid, clean up the debris, and make re- 
pairs. One secret of repelling air raids is to rectify 
damage hourly and daily. 

In other directions, labor is enlisting as labor. In 
the electrical field, the L E, E, W, is offering its organi- 
zation to cities to facilitate blackouts, make them 
work smoothly and swiftly. 

On the West Coast, where blackouts are a nightly 
practice, labor moved eagerly and rapidly. The Cali- 
fornia State Federation of Labor reports: “Hardly had 
the explosioiis of the deadly bombs rained down by 
the wasp-like Japanese airplanes on the unsuspecting 
people ill Hawaii died away than labor leaders in San 
Francisco took immediate steps to mobilize full labor 
support behind the United States Government. From 
the very beginning, the office of the California State 
Federation of Labor took the initiative to awaken its 
affiliates to the urgency of the crisis facing our coun- 
try and the need of immediate united action to give it 
unconditional and unqualified support 

“The heartening re.sponse of the local unions in the 
state as well as throughout the entire country is now 
a matter of inspiring record.” 


HilleFs One of the illusions fostered by the 

l^erfecl Crime nazi propaganda machine was that 
German armies are invincible. 
Another illusion was that Hitler's plans never go 
amiss. 

Like a super-criminal, planning the perfect crime. 
Hitler has left dues all along the line, dues that dis- 
close his stupidity, his impotence, and his shining 
weakness. The past few months have proved that 
German armies are not invincible, and that Hitler failed 
to take into consideration all vital factors when he 
attacked Russia. He failed to take into consideration 
Russia's vitality; and he failed to take into considera- 
tion the horror of the Russian winter. Other stupid 
oversights of the nazis are: 

Hitler never understood the United States. He never 
understood how a nation with such freedom could also 
be unified. He did not think we would fight. 

Hitler did not see that bombing civilians does not 
lower morale. Men only grow angrier under fire. They 
burn with slow, cool, desperate anger which destroy.s — 
their opponents. 

Hitler's past strength has adhered in two elements: 
.surprise and ruthlessness. Surprise has lo.st its force, 
Kuihlessness begets ruthles,sness. Now, the full force 
of the Allies has not been unleashed. As it does, the 
great war machine harnessed to the slow, cool, des- 
perate anger of free men will trample the nazi savages 
under foot, and restore peace again. 
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GET OUT THE OLD MENDING BASKET 


W OKDER how many grirls of the pres* 
ent generation know how to put a 
neat darn onto the heel of a man’s 
sock? The weekly session with the mend* 
ing basket used to be one of the house- 
wife’s regular jobs, but I haven’t seen a 
mending basket nor a darning egg any- 
where lately. 

Well, gilds, we'd better get ready to lead 
that conservation program in our own 
homes. First, it’s patriotic, because war 
production will necessarily cut down ]mrt 
of the normal pruduction for civilian uses. 
Second, it’s a practical way of helping 
the homo budget cover higher prices. 
Third, you will hml it a great scHU'Ct? of 
personal satisfaction, I do believe, to con- 
serve and save rather than to throw away. 

A gocal rule is to watch the condition t>f 
your clothing, shoes, electrical equipment^ 
tires, linens, household efiuipment, and to 
make repairs or reinforcements before the 
article is badly damaged. 

CLOTHING 

Quick repair of worn spots in clothing 
will extend the life of giinnents greatly. 
Even better is to reinforce certain articles 
while new at the spots you know' will 
receive the most wear. That new sweater 
will last much longer if you reinforce in- 
side the elbow with a square of matching 
silk or rayon. That wool skirt may be lineil 
across the back with a piece of silk, rayon 
or sateen. This not only minimizes wear 
but helps to keep woolens in shape. Men’s 
trousers may be lined at the knee section. 
Heel cuffs — a piece of material on the in* 
side of a trouser leg bottoms— help pre- 
vent fraying at this point of wear. 

Carefully read washing directions 
which are usually attached to washable 
rayons and woolens. Follow^ them ex- 
plicitly. If there is any doubt that ma- 
terials are washable* send them to the 
cleaners. 

For repair of clothing, save scraps of 
material left over from sewing or alter- 
ing, If these are woolens, store in a 
tight box with pared iehiorobeiizine crys- 
tals to protect from moth damage unti] 
needed. Threads may be raveled from 
these scraps to be used for rew-eaviiig 
holes ru' worn places. If you cannot get 
threads f»om matching materials, you 
may be able to take some from inside the 
hem or seams. 

Holes in many woolen fabrics may l)c 
rewoven at home, A ball-point weaving 
needle is best, though you may not be able 
to get one, as they are imported from 
England, Have on band darning needles 
of %^arious sizes. Rew caving should be 
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done on a flat surface umler a strong 
light, A ,sinall board of soft wood would 
be handy. The material should be attached 
to it with thumb tacks. An embroidery 
hoop would be fine, too. 

First, square the hole, finding the fir,^t 
strong thread on all four sitles. 

Starting from the bottom of the hole, 
find the first broken thread going across. 
Pull thi.s* so that you can follow it exactly 
in the fabric pattern. Then with your 
needlo th loaded with u thread to match 
the one you are replacing, come up from 
the underside with your needle into the 
line of this thread, work to the edge of the 
hole, bring thread across the hole, follow 
the line for about a half inch, and leave 
end of threatl from your needle on the 
under side of fabric. Repeat until all the 
cross thread.^ are replaced. Then turn ma- 
terial around and weave all long threads 
in a similar manner, going over and un- 
der the new threads to match the weave 
of the material. When the hole has been 
completely filled in. turn material to 
wrong side and clip the thread ends. 

TIRKS 

We all realize notv that wo moat take 
good cure of automobile tires because 
*'therc niiTt gonna be no mo’” new tirc'^ 
for civilians. We should bo proud to do 
what we can to conserve this vital ma- 
terial. 

It’s good economy anyway to have your 
old tires recapped or retreadeil. The Army 
has made experiments that show that you 
can expect to extend the life of your used 
tire up to HO per cent at less than half its 
original cost. This only applies when the 
fabric of the tire, and particularly the in- 
side casing, are not damaged. 

For best results, a fire should be re- 
moved for reconditioning at the point 
where the original tread is beginning to 
disappear and the tire is wearing smooth, 
Tires in this condition rire dangerous on 
icy or wet pavements anyway. 

Recapping consists of hufitng the tread 
down evenly so that all the pattern of the 
old treaii is removefl, and buflding up an- 
other tread of new rubiier. in retreading, 
the riibijer is buffe<l down all the way to 
the fabric in the carcass under the 
breaker strip, then building up a new 
tread by applying a new breaker strip 
and adding new rubber. 

Don’t allow anyone to sugge.st regroov- 
ing your tires. This operation consists of 
cutting a new tread <lesjgn in the old rub- 
ber and does not replace auy that has 
worn away. 

Inspect your tires your.seif to see 


whether they arc wearing evenly. Exces- 
sive or lopsided wear on one vvheel indi- 
cates that the wheel is out of alignment. 
This causes that particular lire to drag 
and wear out quickly. It’s easy to have 
wheel alignment checked and corrected if 
needed. Care in starting and stopping 
your car, avoidance of scraping against 
the curb, and similar precautions, will ex- 
tend the life of your tires. 

There are nearly 5,000 reputable con- 
cerns in this ctmntry doing tii e recapping. 
Commercial concerns which operate cars 
nr trucks have for some time found it 
economical to have tires lecapped or re- 
treaded. In selecting a tire reconditioning 
company, inquire for the one.s which are 
lining work for taxicab, truck or bus firms 
Ijccause these concerns check results* The 
tire should be carefully inspected to de- 
termine whether it is worth recondition- 
ing. Breaks in the inside easing, cuts in 
the tread deeper than t%vo plie.% injury to 
the bead or inside rim, or deterioration of 
the sidewalls from age or heat, make a 
tire worthless for recapping or retread- 
ing, However, the old rubber left in your 
tire can be reworked for some purposes 
and it is likely the dealer will make you 
an allowance on it, or you can sell it to a 
junk dealer or turn it in to a government 
collection. The government is asking that 
you not destroy or throw away old rubber. 
Although ne\v tires cannot be bought, re- 
conditioned ones are for sale in most 
cities. 

OIL 

Oil is another material of great stra- 
tegic importance now. If our oil lasts 
longer than Hitler’s, his tanks and planes 
will stop running. If you heat your home 
with oil, don’t neglect the economies you 
can make in operating your heating plant. 
You’ll save on your bills, and at the same 
lime conserve oil for defense, and also the 
tanker and car space needed to tran.s- 
pmi it. 

Girls, you lion’t need to heat your home 
w^arni enough so that you can wear a 
shortsleevcd summer dre.ss. Put on a 
sweater nr jacket and turn back the 
ihermostat. Health authorities say that 
dry, over-heated rooms arc a prime factor 
in producing colds. It’s healthier to keep 
the temperature at 70 degrees.

Telegrams were sent 
to Congressmen Kefauver iTenn,) and 
Kam speck (Ga,) for their vote ngjiinst the 
Smith Bill.

This conference wa^i held in the 
extreme cast curl of the state, anil the next 
will be in Jackson on the west end. 

As niost of the Ir^cals affUinted with the 
association are TVA locals, v^e fed comment 
on the seventh annual wage conference is in 
order. We realize space is precious, therefore 
we will "lift** paragraphs and make comment 
short. 

In Brother Hedges’ undoubted masterpiece 
he stated: 


^'With a good (leal of pride we can assert 
that the acid test of cooperative labor rela^^ 
Li mis involved in what haa come to be canet] 
the TV.A i’lan; has successfully been met. It is 
no wonder, therefore, that the TVA has grown 
in stature and the TVA Plan and the TVA 
has widened its reputation. It is our opinion 
that the growing influence of unions in the 
hydroelectric development in Ontario can be 
reflected back to the TVA. For the first time 
in a quarter of a century, local unions of a 
bona llde character are now functioning in 
the rarmdian hydroelectric development. At 
Bonneville and Grand Coulee, singular ad- 
vancement has been made. The formation of 
the Columlna Bower Trades Council on the 
lines of the TVA Tra<ies and Labor Council 
has Ijecn made. The Columbia Power Trades 
Courtcil frankly states It wan is to build in 
that great power area the same kind of labor 
relations as how obtained in TVA. At Santee 
Cooper in South Carolina, plans are under 
way to permit Santee Cooper project to move 
in the TVA orbit. The same basic wages will 
he set up ut Santee Cooper as at TVA, and 
fluctuations in wages established at TVA are 
Hutoinat.iciilty to be adopted in the Santee 
Cooper lira a. 

*Tt is plivin, therefore, that the TV.4 h ful- 
filling Its yardstick functions not only in the 
field of electric rates but in the field of 
human economics. It is also plain that the 
course of democratic life in these United 
,Statea w^ould have been far diiTorent if labor 
and managoment in the valley had not elected 
to build the democratic framework in which 
they now operate.** 


At our next meeting the Authority caine 
buck with this: 

■*The Authority desires to acknowledge the 
spirit of cooperation which labor through the 
council has demonstrated throughout this 
joint effort to deal with the important prob- 
lems w'hich are before this conference. , , , 
The able analysis of the economic conditions 
and eventualities w'hich may lie ahead and the 
recognition of the serious implications of the 
decisions today involved in our joint negotia- 
tions, as developed in the councirs brief, have 
been most helpful. Mujiagement recognizcfl 
am] acknowledges the imllspen&able value of 
labor's cooperation in the program in the 
Tenueasee Valley ami the vital role w'hich 
labor has been and is playing in the national 
defenfie effort. The Authority shares vrith the 
council a justiflcil pride in the labor-manage- 
ment relations w-hich have been developed and 
are ser\dng as a model in ever- widen ing 
circles.** Ail of which is presented to bring oui. 
that labor and management CAN sit down 
at a table and develop and dispose of their 
problems without any ^^trike legislation. It 
must be sound thinking ur it w*ouId not lie 
luloptetl by other agencies. 

The high light of the conference was the 
recognition of the many years of service to 
the TVA Plan by our own Marion Hedges. 
He 1 VHS presented a beautiful diamond ring 
by the w'orkers of the valley and ii is enough 
to m\\ Brother Hedges was speechless. We 
came out of the conference with $ 1.5ft per 
hour for linemen and dectricians, and $2,U0U 
annujiliy for them. A very few annually rated 
positions jn operation were raised and our 
boys are sorely disappoimed. However, wa 
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still have hope of a joint committee on in- 
flationary bonus srivinK these members some 
relief.

War came to us as we saitj it might in our 
letter to the Journal for Deceniher. In conn- 
ing, it brought such unity as our country 
has not known for many years. Even John 
L. Lewua and the other American. Firgtei's 
grudgingly fell into line, liig industry made 
gestures and spoke eloquently of ivhat was 
to be dune to speed production of war ma- 
terials, only to show itself up for what it 
really was in the sessions of the industry* 
labor conference called by F resident Roose- 
velt for the purpose of devising ways and 
means to eliniirmtc W'ork stoppage in defense 
Induslry. Despite labor^s coneesston of the 
right to strike, industry held out for the 
open shop even though it meant wrecking 
the conference and delay in production of 
war supplies urgently neederl to meet the 
attack of our enemies. 

The safety i>f the nation meant nothing to 
them if it interfered with their retention of 
scabs and stool ptgeema to net continually as 
a threat to those of their employees who 
were organized. We all learned in our adioot 
days that a “house dlvideti against its^clf 
cannot stand/' yet these fjppitrtunisLs tided 
to make the nation bdlrve that its safety 
dej>ended on a divided house of labor. 

Fortunately we have a President who knows 
all their L ricks and a few of his own, 50 
that finally, as we all know, he stepped in 
and compelled infiustry to concede the de- 
cision of the open or closed shop to Ihe 
action of ihc new War Labor Board wiiich is 
to be appointed as a result of this confer- 
ence. 

It fell to labor as represented by a group 
of welders who called off an aulhorked 
strike for Monday, Uecember 8 , to make the 
first sacrifice of labor^s rights for the sake 
of speeding the nation's v-mr efforts. This 
was closely followed by President William 
Ureen, of the A, F. of L., calling an imme- 
diate conference of A. F, of L. leaders for 
the purpose of making our no-strike policy 
100 per cent effect ive. In Newark, X. A, F. 
of L. and C. I. D. unionists called a joint 
meeting to work out a peace pact between 
the two organizations as a spur Lo war pro- 
duction.

But the defense program as well as 
an abnormal amount of work by the signers 
of the agreement caught up and went by us 
hell bent, while an acute shortage of qualified 
electricians coupled to the pipe line job with 
sieppeil-up otTers ami conditions, had to bo 
side-stepped on account of the con fining 
agreement that expired on December 17. 

Faced wilh the rapidly rising cost of most 
everything, the hoys decided there wasn't 
enough power in the hourly wage, properly 
petitioning the cooperative < 7) contractors 
60 days prior to the termination of the 
contract that their unanimous approval of 
the proper wmge to make an electrical worker 
feel tops would be $1.50 per hour. 

No doubt every local union in the juris* 
diction of the L B. E. \V, has at some time 
engaged in various methods of conference 
and every one is n headache for those par- 
ticipating, yet if these boys have ntuff enough 
in them to go after what they wmnt and fight 
to hold it, the least all the rest of us can do 
Is adjust ourselves to their success. 

So for the best interest of nil we will skip 
the tiresome hiatory of the conference anil 
do ns the load union did, uiumiinously con- 
giatulate the conference board composed of 
Robert Leahy, I'btwmrd Searlcs, Carl Kimball, 
John .Archambemi and J. A, UusHell, for their 
success in securing a basic hourly wage of 
$1,55 per hour and 10 cents per hour increase 
fur helpers.

Hullo, Brothers! 

This is Local No. T94 calling from Chicago. 
We have just finished taking inventory of 
our iictivltles for the year 1941, and we find 
that our record show's a complete balanced 
budget. In closing the book of 1941, we can 
look back and say to ourselves, well done. 
Never before has there been a time in the 
history of the labor movement where there 
is greater need for complete unity. You 
know', sometimes wo in the United States 
are a iiUle inclined to sit back in our chairs 
and isolate ourselves from the rest of the 
woidd.

furthermore, we are buying a liberal amount 
of gfivernment Defense Bonds from our 
treasury, and urge each anti every member 
of our local to buy bonds* I am sure each 
and every member realizes that there are 
two fronts, the home front as well as the 
octual scene of combat. This is our second 
line of defense, and should receive as much 
attention as the war front*

Our charter was installed on June 1, 1941, 
with 14 members. International Representa- 
tive Clifford T. Lee officiating. Our member- 
ahip includes technicians at Broadcast Sta- 
tions W.ALA and WMOB in Mobile, Broad- 
cast Station WCOA in Pensacola. Fla., and 
Police Radio Station WPGW in Mofdle. At 
present we have 12 members, two men having 
transferred to other locals. 

One to the imlustrious efforts of Mr, l.ee, 
agreements with WATj.A and WMOB were 
negotiated and put into effect on July 1, only 
one month after final organization of our 
local. Thmughout negotiations the most 
friendly relations were maintalneil with the 
mii!iagement.s of the stations, due mostly to 
the dipiomacy of Mr, Lee. We obtained salary 
Increases averaging 25 per cent, tmnsporta- 
tion allowances to WALA transmitter plant, 
tvvo weeks* vacation, two week.<* sick leave, 
one and one-half hour niiiniinum time credit 
on remotes, tra-spo rial ion on remotes, a nine 
hour day, five day week, and other importflnt 
provisions, among Tvhich is: Technicians not 
to he required to handle programs going to or 
coming from a station in difficulty with the 
!. B. E. W. This provision helped us quite a 
lot in our negotiations with WCOA. 

NegoUations with the management of 
wrOA were attempted early in November, 
but upon their refusal to talk with us the case 
was turneil over to the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board office at New Orleans, T-a. We 
then started a campaign to acquaint the 
public and other parties concerned with the 
facts of the situation. The Pensacola rentrnl 
Latin r Union and 1. B. E. W. I.tical No. 67fi, 
in Pehsacota gave us valuable cooperation, 
declaring WUOA unfair to organized labor in 
their territory. The publicity was handled by 
the West Florida Labor News, editetl by Ken 
H . B row n . M e m be rs f rom M 0 h i lo t ravele ( i 
back and forth to Pensacola, assisting in the 
enmtmign. We invoked the “network” tdause 
in the agreement with WALA, preventing two 
progruins from being sent to WCOA. This, to 


uur kfiowlcilgc. was the first time euch action 
svas taken in cutting off revenue to a station 
in liifilculty. Umler the leadership of Mr. Lee, 
all members of our local worked hard on the 
WUDA situation, this being our first difficulty 
with 11 radio siatUin. Dn Saturday. November 
29. all other efforts fniling, it became neces- 
sary In call a strike ami the station was off 
the air Saturday evening. The rtgreement was 
flnaHy signed in the early hours of Sunday 
morning an<l the station was aide to return 
lo the air ni its regular time. Substantial in- 
creases in salary w'ere obtaineri, averaging 
35 per cent. Other terms of the agreement 
were practicuHy the Siime as those with 
W.A1.A and WMnB. Upon signing the WCOA 
agreement, the salaries of broadcast tech- 
nicians became uniform in this area at $37.59 
per week, with over lime and tranEportuMon 
provisions in accord with standard union 
practice. 

The success of our organization in this 
area is ilue alnmsl entirely to the efforts of 
Inter nil tiomil Kc presen la live Clifford T, Lee. 
He has worked tirelessly and unselfishly to 
bring lo this part of the country the advan- 
tages and blessings of unionism, and the en- 
tire membership wishes to thank him for 
working so hard to improve conditions in 
radio down here on the Gulf Coast. We also 
wish to thank Mr. Thompson and Mr, Shel- 
kov sky of the Montgomery local for their 
help ami advice in organizing our Mobile 
local, and for their hearty eonpcralion since 
then. Ihiion sentiment is on the increase here, 
due partly to the national defense boom in 
Mohilo, and Lo the gniilual in IflirutioTi of 
news of the success of union organization in 
other parts of the country. 

We hold monthly meetings on the first Sun- 
day II L 1 u. in. We invite all visiting L H. E. W. 
men lo stop with us. Information as to me'U- 
ing places, etc., can he obtained from tech- 
nicians at any radio station in Mobile or 
Pensacola. We arc planning n .series of visits 
to other Ah B. T. IT. locals in the South and 
won hi like to exchange information with 
them m 10 conditions, state of organization, 
etc., for the benefit of all concerned. 

We pnrticipateil in the Labor Day celebra- 
tions in Mobile this year, having a delegatinn 
of thiw men in the parade carrying a ban nor. 
Mr. 8, B. (Quigley, owner of WMOB, very 
geuermisly gave us 30 minutes on the air for 
a ilescription of the parade, for which we 
thank him. Speeches from Beinvile Square, 
after the iniriiiie, were broadcast liy WALA.

to remedy the situation. One radiator 
might need sections added to it, or need to 
be raised for btftter circulation. If the liv- 
tiig i^oom or dining room of your hou.se 
has many windows and is exposed to cold 
\vinds, storm windows are a worthwhile 
investment. 

So are outing flannel nighties and pa- 
jamas, Unless you use your bedroom as a 
sitting room, you don't need to have it as 
wurm as the rest of the house. How about 
shutting off the bedroom radiators at 
hiist part of the lime? And if you have 
windows open in any room, if you will 
turn off the heat, and shut the door, that 
will avoiti drawing heat from the rest of 
the house out the window. 

Don’t heat moms you are not using, 
and close them olf tight fjom the rest of 
the house. 

Here are figures on what you can save 
by economy at the thermostat ^ 

Keeping the house at 70 liegrees rather 
than 75 will save about 15 per cent on 
your fuel bill, 

Lo\vering the temperature to 5(1 de- 
grees when you go to bed will save 5 to S 
per cent of the fuel. 

Remember, that in heating your home 
you're also heating the outdoors to more 
or less extent. The less heat you con- 
tribute to the outdoors, the more econom- 
ical your hou,se heating. So give serious 
consideration to cracks under doors, 
around windows, large areas of glass! 
escape of heat through walls and roof, 
etc. Maybe a little money spent on weath- 
erstripping, storm windows, making doors 
fit tightly, and insulation in walls and 
under the roof would pay dividends in 
lower fuel bills.

graph, nor to prevent the War Labor Board 
from urging, or any umpire from granting, 
under the machinery herein provided, im- 
pruveiiieriL of their »itu«iLion in the matter 
of wages, hours of labor, or other condi- 
tions, as shall be found desirabk* from time 
to time. 

3, Esftablished safeguards and regulations 
for the protection of the health and safety 
of workers shall not be relaxed. 

Women in industry — If it shall become 
neceeeary to employ w^omcn in work ordi- 
narily performed by men, they must be al- 
lowed equal pay for equal work and must 
not be allotted tasks (lisproportioiiate U* 
their strength. 

Hours of labor — The basic eight-hour day 
is recognized as applying in all cases in 
which existing law requires it. In all other 
cases the question of hours of labor shall 
be settled with duo regard to governmental 
necessities and the welfare, health, and 
proper comfort oi' the w^orkers. 

Maximum product.iiin — The maximum prn- 
diiction of all war industries should be 
maintained and method.^ of work and raper- 
ation on the part of employers or workers 
which operate to delay or limit production, 
or which have a tendency to artificially in* 
crease the cost thereof, should be 
discouraged. 

.VfohHizatiun of labor — ^For the purimae of 
mobilizing the labor supply with a view to 
its rapid and effective distribution, a per- 
manent list of the number of skilled and 
other workers available in dilTerent parts 
of the nation shall be kept on file by the 
Department of Labor, the information tu 
be constantly furnished: 1) by the trade 
unions; 2) by state employmei\t bureaus 
and federal agencies of like character; 3) 
by the managers and operators of indus- 
trial establishments throughout the coun- 
try, These agencies should be given oppor- 
tunity to aid in the distribution of labor, 
as necessity demands- 

Cu&tom of localities — In fixing wages, 
hours and conditions of labor regard should 
alw'ays be had to the tabor standards, wage 
scales, and other conditions, prevailing in 
the localities alTected. 

The living wage — 1. The right of all w'ork- 
ers* iiictudliig common laborers, to a living 
w^age is hereby declared, 

2, In fixing wages, minimum rates of pay 
shall be e.stabllshcd ’which wdll insure the 
subsistence of the worket uud his family 
in health and reasonable comfort*

At (censored) fire watchers 
sUirled taking turns on the roof, changing 
every hour. The rest of us sat In the office*

letter 1 am writing to Gruce and Mac and log 
oiu-h item in my diary, 1 am just about nuts. 
Gee, Ueien, am 1 ever glad I didn^t get yon 
to come over here. It would have been hell for 
you and Bnfiby tonight. Oh. oh, here they 
come down from the roof, so i^ergeant II. ami 1 
go up. I have never been on the roof. It ia now 
(censored). We were just relieved* The two 
who were to have relieved us went to sleep 
in the ofiice. Mow they could have slept 
through the two hours and 15 minutes R. and 

I were on the roof 1 ’will never know. God, 
what, a couple of hours that was. We started 
out of the office on our way to the roof. 
stLiinhling over blackouts and broken glass 
crLinchifig under our feet because earlier the 
windows were all blown in by a blast from a 
bomb and there were lots of them close to us* 
Wo finally came out on the landing. From 
hero we climbed up a ladder to the roof. It 
wasn't fiiffieult to see because the place was 
all lit up with the glow from numerous fires. 
On the roof there is a sort of parapet with 
a drain inside about eight Inches wide. In this 
drain ’we were standing taking in the view 
as it Wits the first time [ had seen London lit 
up, hut 1 never expected to sec it lit up like 
that* ft was a magnificent sight, though, it 
wasn't so nice, though* because just then 
hombs started coming down, the drone of the 
pill nr S, itud the roar of the muIdU- ack ack 
guns put the wind up me. The bombs were ihe 
worst, though* They start screaming away 
over on one side of you and land away over 
on Llie oilier side some place if you are lucky. 

II surely is wearing on me — I mean the 
suspense from when a bomb starts screaming 
until the explosion comes. We were lucky 
until three hit on the corner and did I over 
grab the chimney and hang on. [ ’was glad I 
had my hedmet on because there was a lot of 
broken bricks and ihe Lortl knows what fiying 
around. Sergeant R. disappeared in the 
scramble when they hit. A few minutes later 
after the noise died for a fexv seconds, he 
hollered up from the floor below. He slid down 
the ladder while ( llattenml to Lhe chimney 
that 1 can still feel it in my back. Then the 
flares started coming dowm right about us. 
Are they ever bright! A cop on the roof 
across the street (the police station) shot 
them out with a high powered rifie. He is an 
excellent shot, too. He only had one miss. 
Next came the incendiaries. T’hrec juist 
missed our roof and lit in the courtyard. H, 
went down and got the rest of the boys out 
to pul the fires out T,vhile I held the roof* An 
<jil bomb lit on the roof next lo ours but w^e 
couldn't get to it* We yelled to the police 
acruss the street; he relayed the message to 
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Iht* cop on the irroumi. He went up to put it 
out but it had already burned through the 
roof and was starting to burn in the upper 
floor but he got it out with his stirrup^pump. 
About (censored) the worst part of our tour 
of duty started* Planes were overhead alt the 
time but their numbers seemed to increase 
then* The din was terrifle and rather frighten- 
ing, R. spied a parachute coming dow^n. 
We both thought it was a pilot but a second 
later we knew better, Cripes, what an explo- 
siooi and the blast was too strong for me* It 
knocked me over on the roof and blew my 
helmet off.

or short-time basis. Where does he find 
the man? He could advertise and be both* 
ered by scores of incompetent drifters, or 
by neighborhood “hams” or experiment- 
ers, Or he could hire and discharge loaf- 
ers by the dozen who cocldn^t do the job 
but vv'ho would ruin his business or break 
up his equipment. But how much easier it 
’would be to call the union office and have 
a man sent out who could do the work at 
the proper pay scale* Thus an apprentice, 
journej^man, engineer, etc*, could be used 
for the job in hand, 

But these are all tangibles. How about 
the hidden values? What value could he 
put on the right to include the small 
notice, '^UNION SHOP” in his place of 
business? Some of the largest industrial- 
ists in this country have found to their 
ultimate sorrow and financial loss that 
the small sign, “UNION SHOP ” placed 
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in their business, was often worth mill- 
ions of dollars* Its denial often caused 
them the loss of several years' profit by 
the loss of good will. Therefore, the value 
of Just being a union shop is so large as 
to be incalculable. The public knows that 
the union shop card guarantees to them 
that their work will be performed by com- 
petent men. 

Suppose the worker still demands addi- 
tional proof as to why he should become 
affiliated with the union* Nothing better 
could be said to this fellow than to repeat 
the statement made by a man in one of 
the highest positions in the land: “1 be- 
lieve that even a bellhop will be a better 
bellhop if he is a member of a union or- 
ganization*” There is a certain fellowship 
and unanimity of purpose in being a 
member of a team or a group organized 
for common endeavor. That the govern- 
ment recognizes this fact is eviclent by 
the number of laws drawm up for the sole 
purpose of guaranteeing the rights of the 
w^orker to organize for collective bargain- 
ing and mutual protection. 

Now to consider how YOU aa a member of 
Iho 1, B. E. W* can help promote this organiz- 
ing of all the radio workers of the land* In 
the first place, you wonder that you can do 
anything at alt* LeUs start at the basic cause 
for collective bargaining: wages and hours. 
First of alt, when negotiations are entered 
into for the drawing up of an agreement and 
wages ate discussed, the management always 
asks: 

-■What are these workers getting else- 
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where? Are you itskmuf more than their ef- 
forts are worth?" 

There is only one way to answer this ques- 
tion— that is to make a comparative check 
of similar workers elsewhere. And that's 
w'here you come in. Suppose the unorganized 
workers in your locality are checked for 
wages. They are only getting H5 cents an 
hour. Then how can the workers in our city 
hope to get 70 cents or a 100 per cent in- 
crease over comparalivc workers elsewhere? 
The answer iai They can’t. But a start must 
be made sometime. We have made that start. 
Radio workers here are getting up to 80 cents 
per hour. Now you can organize the radio 
workers in your community and, on the basis 
of our agreement, you can ask for ?1.00 per 
houTf and get it. Next year when our agree- 
ment conies Broun il for renewal we can cite 
your scale and boost ours to Later you 

can do the same in turn; and you. and you^ 
and you can do it in your coinmunity. After a 
time the skilled radio worker can ask for^ and 
get, a scale on the level with other recognized 
workers, lie will be able to make a decent 
w*age on a 4U-hour basis. And that is the only 
fair baais far pay. In saner limes, the pay 
scale will be drawn up on the old 40-hour (or 
shorter) basis, and a living wage must be 
reckoned from there. Later there will be no 
overtime of time and a half and double time 
for 60 and 70 hours a week as now exists. 

While discussing overtime the point might 
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be explained to the reluctant union prospect 
that all the local agreements that have been 
drawn up for radio workers paid time and 
one-half for overtime and double time for 
Sundays and holidays. 

Don't let it be thought, however, because 
the radio serviceman has been mentioned so 
frequently that he is the only radio Tvorker 
to be considered in this organizing drive* 
Locally, there are agreements drawn up cov- 
ering radio workers who are doing construc- 
tion w'ork on an asaembly line for high-fre- 
quency radio transmitters and receivers and 
other phases of ratlio in this ciitegory. 

Negotiations have even been going forward 
for a completely new craft in the radio field. 
That is the piezo electrical radio quartz crys* 
tal finishers. This group represents U class of 
the most highly skilled precision apedalists. 
W^orking with dlmenaionB of the order of a 
wave length of light [which ie so short as to 
defy the Jmugination ) and ihickiiesHes tif und- 
one hundred-thousandths of an inch, these 
spedalists arc doing work that makes optical 
lens grinding appear simple in comparison, 

.<\nother group which i$ ripe tor organiza- 
tion is the great group of technicians who 
work on much of the transmitting end of 
radio. 

To make the plan a far-reaching one and 
to bring this craft up to a level with other 
skilled workers of the country there is a defi- 
nite need for training, apprenticeship and 
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upgrading in the radio field. Such a plan has 
been put into effect already in some of the 
cities. Various methods of such a system 
must be a part of the advancement of any 
craft. In Kansas City a committee of three 
each from the i. B. E. W. and the manage- 
ment of concerns in the radio trade, meeting 
with a represontative from the apprenticeship 
division of the Department of Labor are 
framing plans for a four- year course of train' 
ing and upgrading which is hoped to be made 
effective in the near future. 

Meanwhile a class broadly covering radio 
from the elements of radio repairing and 
servicing, advancing through the more di Ill- 
cult phases of radio theory and buc kg round, 
and leading to a comprehensive coverage of 
the fields of both broadcast and high-fre^ 
queiicy reception and transmission is being 
conducted. Meeting in one of the buildings 
and working in conjunction with the Kansas 
City Bijard of Education, this class haa ua its 
ultimate purpose the qualification of all its 
members for a first-class federal radio tele^ 
phone license, or a second-class telegraphic 
license. In addition, radio assembly line pro- 
cedure and factory manufiicturing practices 
are to be covered. There is u great show of 
interest in this class, not only from young 
people and girls, but from old-time service- 
men who have been in radio as long as 2o 
years. 

It is surprising how much of the radio re- 
pair w^ork is on a cui-and-try basis. These 
courses of instruction build up a sound and 
broad radio and electrical background for the 
radio workers and give them a greater and 
more ivorth while background to bring into 
their radio servicing and nsBociated types of 
work. 

Some of these points will apply to your 
mmnninity, others won't. Rut; whether or no, 
take those needed and start your organizing 
drive immediately* This applies not only to 
the business officers of the various local 
unions, but also to the rank and file mem- 
bers. It's just as much their job to promote 
the organizing work as it is the paid oftlcer'a 
duty. Oftentimes they can do the job on a 
more efficient basis. But they must remember 
that they are not just doing a task for the 
union. It goes much farther than that. They 
are actually helping themselves. Each time 
they make the type of worker in their or- 
ganization a more competent operator, either 
through school instruction or private help; 
each new* union member they bring in; each 
piece of work they do better, and each agree- 
ment they help to put across, is really more 
for their owm benefit than for any other mem- 
!)er of the union. It's more dollars in their 
ow-n pockets, and more security for their own 
anfi families. 

So start now*. We have the ball in play. The 
path is just that much easier for each addi- 
tional play. And eventual success is just that 
much closer. 

Make your job for 1942 to puah the organ- 
ization 1 00 per cent of nil radio Hervlcemen* 
and all other workers in radio in your local- 
ity- If you raise wages mill coiutiUoim iu your 
local, in turn you will make ft that much 
easier for the same to be done in our local. 
Together w*e can't fail. Are you willing to do 
your part?

and not thoroughly brought up to date to the 
labor situation current here in the period 
preceding the dale on the author's preface to 
the volume, March, lfi41* 

But, regardless of the merilB or shortcom- 
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ing-s of the bonk ituelf, the Swuitish system is 
worth dispassionate before one 

arrives at conclusions as to what, if any- 
thing* Is needed to promote peaceful collective 
bargaining in the United States. 

F*undariienta11 willingness on the part of 
both employers and workers to accede to ad- 
judication of collective bargaining disputes 
through the medium of a third, disinterested 
party — the willingness to shield to a compro- 
mise — lies at the heart of the Swedish col- 
lective bargaining system. 

Perhaps America could adapt something 
from the Swedish system here. On the other 
hand, there is a basic psychological difFerence 
between the two nationalities. Americans are 
naturally independent* They resent any at- 
tempt to tell them what to do. 

In Sweden much greater use is made of 
third-party mediation of collective bargain- 
ing disputes than is the practice in this 
country. The Swedish Mediation Service, an 
adjunct of the state government, was estab- 
lished as long ago as 190G. It plays a vital 
part in the conducting of agreement nego- 
tiations. 

The Mediation Service may intervene in 
difficult situations upon request or on its own 
initiative whenever “a serious stoppage of 
work^" threatens industrial peace. 

Since 1935 it has been illegal to hold a 
strike, lockout or similar work stoppage in 
Sweden without first submitting to both the 
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state mediator and the opposing party a writ- 
ten notice of intent to do »o> including a state- 
ment of the reasons for the stoppage. Failure 
to give such ivritton notice and to observe 
the required seven -day cooling-ofT period is 
subject to the penalty of a tine. 

In 1928 two laws of great significance to 
the Industrial relations of the nation were 
adopted by the Swedish legislature. One was 
the Collective Agreement Law. which report- 
edly codified much of the already accepted 
practice of collective bargain ing negotiations. 
The second was the Labor Court AcL 

The Collective Agreement Law makes it 
mandatory that labor agreements be put into 
writing and that they be terminated in writ- 
ing. Union members are bound by the agree- 
ment of their union with their emploj'er for 
the duration of the contracts life, even though 
thej' should drop their nniliation with that 
union in the interim periotL Further, the law 
expressly prohibits strikes, lockouts, boy- 
cotts, sympathetic work stoppages, etc., due to 
disputCK over questions Involving the inter- 
pretation of union agreementa within their 
unexpired terms. Damages are imposed upon 
any party to a labor agreement who Is found 
guilty of evading the responsibilities which 
were assumed by him upon entering the 
union contract. 

i^uch a law might be seen by the outside 
observer to be the entering wedge for the 
adoption of even more stringent measuTcs 
completely to control labor under a govern- 
ment le.ss friendly to the rights of workers 
than the one now in existence in Sweden. It 
may he remembered lhat in Italy and In Ger- 
many the control of organiised labor was one 
of the first discern able steps in the develop- 
ment of the fascist and naz,l regimes. Collec- 
tive bargaining there has been completely 
oliminated and labor reduced to a condition 
little Ijotter than serfdom. 

The Labor Court Law faf 1923 established n 
tribunal for the compulsory and speedy 
handling of ^'interpretiitional^'^ disputes (as 
distinguished from the “interest" disputes 
dealt with by the Medlaton Service). Cases 
brought before the labor court are usually 
completely disposed of within two weeks. The 
court foliow's straightforward, informal but 
standarilixed procedure.^ in holding hearings 
and handing down decisions interpreting con- 
tract provisions. It also conducts trials and 
fixes the amount of damages when an agree- 
ment signatory is found to have injured an- 
other party to his labor contract. 

The Swedish labor court is held in high 
respect by both labor and mnrmgeTnent. Much 
of its success is attributed to the unusually 
rair-minded and equitable quality of its ad- 
ministrators. The chairman, who fortunately 
is a person of very rare caliber with wide ex- 
perience in labor relations, acts as both trial- 
examiner and judge — ^an arrangement which, 
in the hands of a less impartial person, might 
contain the seeds of oppression. Although 
labor unions bitterly opposed both the Labor 
Court and the Collective Agreement Acts at 
the outset, they now view' them with great 
esteem, according to Norgren. 

One of the most unique features of the 
Swedish collective bargaining system is that 
wage rates are determined to a certain ex- 
tent by II n index of the cost of living. In most 
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agreements the nation is divided into from 
three to nine geographic areas, with wage 
riite schedules providing differentia Is accord- 
ing* first* to the regional location and* sec- 
ond, to the degree of urbanixaiion or irnlus- 
tnalisation of that region. 

Further differeiitiuls In the basic minimum 
rates specified in the agreements are custo- 
marily provided for w'orkers of varying age 
groups and experience groups. Dilferentiiila 
from the basic are likewise provided for 
women's w'ork. for type of occupation and for 
the degree of an individuaFs ability within 
that occupation. 

Wages in Sweden are almost universally 
paid according to basic piece-rate schedules 
eslahlbhed by joint union and employer nego- 
tiations. Even in the building trades, piece 
rather than time rates predominate. 

Piece-work rates for the building tradei^ 
arc agreed upon in advance and the work, 
upon completion, is survej'ed and literally 
measured with a j’ardstick. Thus electricians 
may be compensated according to the length 
of wire or conduit installed, with rates vary- 
ing according to the size used. Similarly de- 
termined rates arc agreed upon through ne- 
gotiation for other buibling trades operations. 

Obviously building trades agreements must 
be very detailed and cumberaome in present- 
ing pie<‘e-rate schedules. The carpentera' 
ngreemeTit* for example* states prices for 
over 2,5f)0 different job classifications. 

What are the principal results* one asks, 
of paying a working crew' as a group in ac- 
cordance with piece-work rates such as exist 
in the building trades in Sweden? 

In the first place* since earnings depend 
not on the elfort of the individual hut upon 
the combined output of the group, working 
teams are loath to retain in their crew a 
person w'hose proficiency is below the stand- 
aril of the others. Pressure of very substantial 
weight is therefore put upon the individual 
by his fellow workers to make him keep up 
the pace. 

So real is this semi-coercive pressure that 
employers of Sweden have, according to 
Norgren, found much less need for the use 
of foremen than over here. At a single stroke* 
it is claimed, employers can both reduce their 
supervisory staffs and boost the morale of 
their workers. 

Nevertheless, pressure is pressure, regard- 
less of the origin of its exertion. We conclude 
that the effect of piece-work payment in Swe- 
den is probably very little different from 
what it is anyw'here else. 

But the Swedish collective bargaining sys- 
tem is not wholly to be condemned. Far from 
it. In the seven-day cooling-off period before 
strikes and lockouts they undoubtedly have 
something. Their extensive use of mediation 
in adjusting differences during collective bar- 
gaining negotiations must certainly contrib- 
ute greatly to industrial peace. 

Their Labor Court for interpreting exist- 
ing provisions of union contracts* however* 
is probably more necessary there, where 
agreements are mmle upon a national basis* 
than it would be here* where agreements are 
most frequently mailc directly betw'een local 
workers and their employers. 

Labor has always stood in favor of the 
written agreement* but the Swedish system 
practically rigid! fies existing conditions for 
the life of the contract -usually two years. 

In the United States, now that the war 
is upon ua* the need for continuously peace- 
ful industrial relations is obvious. Its neces- 
sity is well recognised by both labor and man- 
agement. The outcries against labor by the 
unfriendly few are now melting away Into a 
united roar from all sides for greater and 
gmiter defense production.

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DEIMOCIMCV Rl LIvS nU)JBCT 
I Continued from pane 10) 
tribution has so stimulatedi tho dGmaiHl 
for power that the valley has contracted 
to buy 30,000 kilowatts from the distant 
Parker <Jam. 

Consistent with democratic practices^ 
in 1917 the government turned the opera- 
tion and maintemmee of the project over 
to the Salt River Valley Water Users' 
Association, subject to payment of the un- 
paid balance of the construction costs in 
small loixRtime installments* The associa- 
tion has since then invested $22,000,000, 
in addition to the $21,000,000 orifrinally 
invested by the srovernment* 

Contrary to a long^ sustained belief, the 
Salt Kiver Valley Water Users* Associa- 
tion is not a publicly owned utility. It ia a 
private corporation, the landowners hold- 
ing one share of stock for each acre of 
land served by the jirojecL While the 
history of the project, its financing by the 
government, anti its social character seem 
to support an opinion thut it is a public 
agency, probably the greatest factor in 
contributing to that misconception i.s a 
ruling by the United States Bureau of 
Ifitemal Revenue* 

Some time in 19^7 the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue ruled that the Salt River 
Valley Water Users* Association was not 
an employer liable to the taxes imposed 
by the Social Security Act. Since the Act 
excluded employment in the service of the 
U. S* government or an instrumentality 


thereof, and employment in the service of 
a stale or political sub-division thereof* 
it seemed likely that the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue considered the association 
a **federal instrumentality*’^ 

Since many of the association's several hun- 
ilred employees were members of the L B. 
E. W., and were likely to be excluded from 
♦Social Security benefits if that ruling w&9 
■w^ell founded. International Kepresentative 
Shackelford became curious* He caused an 
jTUiuiry to be made of the Bureau of Imernal 
Revenue as to the exj>ress terms of the ruling 
und the grounds on which it wras basetb From 
the attitude of the bureau, how'ever, such an 
inquiry ivas equivalent to asking the dis- 
closure of high secrets of state. Not even the 
legal principles* if any, on which the hureuil 
based its rulings would be indicated* 

The matter w^as important for it clouded the 
rights of the association's emploi^ees to the 
benefits of such law^s as the National Labor 
Relations Act* the Fair Labor Standards Act 
and the Arb*ona Minimum Wages Act. Yet 
the Bureau of Interna) Revenue hatl to bo 
lengthily convinced that the ‘^confidential 
matters” which could not be mentioned were 
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prejudictng the righta of w'orkers without 
even a hearing. Eventually the bureau 
agreed, subject to a sequence of qualifying 
conditions, to discuss the matter with a repre- 
sentative (if the employees, but as one condi- 
tion would be complied with, still another 
woultl be added. 

By thut time, due to action initiated by In- 
terimtionul Representative Shackelford with 
other government aganciest the question was 
being rapidly determined* It was therefore 
not necessary to comply with the expanding 
rituals thought necessary by the Bureau of 
In tor mi I Revenue* 

In the meantime* that bureau has evidently 
become reconciled to the fact that the asso- 
ciation is not a federal instrumentality* Its 
secret, however, is still secure* The basis of 
its earlier ruling ia a jealously guarded 
mystery. U would be unfortunate if all gov- 
ernment agencies felt obliged to hide their 
errors in a similar manner* 

The history of the Salt River project illus- 
trates Ikw the obstacles which had lung im- 
peded Hs development have been overcome by 
application of the processus and techniques of 
demoeracy. The integration of federal aid 
with local operation has made a verdant val- 
ley in the desert. As the relationship betw^een 
man and nature has been improved, so also 
has the relationship betw'een men. As the 
members of Local Union No. B-266 can 
testify, they now have the benefits of the 
Social Security legislation and are enjoying 
the rights of collective bargaining vrilh the 
Salt River Valley Water Users' Association* 
The future of Salt River Valley promises to be 
as bright as the sun which shines upon it with 
unusual constancy*
